ne Beginniffg of this Hifiory, Strange Folks injlrattge 
Lands. Patrrotifm, Htrotfm, Faintingy Dying, Lo^' 
ing. Sentiment and Generojityy att amongfl Indians /« 
America* ^ 

ON the Banks of the great River Catarakui^ 
near the Catara6ls which fall with foaming 
Thunder from the Cloud-capt Mountains, 
Deep embpfomed in the eternal Woods in 
America, dwell theantient Nations of the Onnondagons 
tind Cayugans. 

No People are equally Renowned through all the 
wcftern World, from the moft northern bleakeft Track, 
which human Feet have trodci^n, to the moft fouthern 
Poiot of all this habitable Globe. , ' 

Their Names pronounced with Terror by the Na- 
tions round, their Valo'ur recognized beyond all other 
People ; the Tributes annually received from different 
Kingdoms, evince the Superiority of their military Fame j 
nor in the milder Parts of legiflative Knowledge, are 
their Souls deficient. Elocution, Reafon, Truth, and 
Probity, are not left the Charafleriftics of this People*f 
Genius. 

Iw all the oralyHiftory of this antient Race delivered 
down from Sire to Son, no Inftance is to be found of 
broken -Faith with Other Nations, no Anecdote of 
Friends betrayed, or Allies deferted in the Hour o^ 
D«n*ger and Diftrcfs ; their Words are facrcdly pre- 
ferved, their Lives offered up in Battle the Prooft>f it.^ 

Vo L. I. li Am ON t? ST 
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Amongst thefe Nations, fo fiiperior to the -other 
Indians, fhone forth two Natives eminently fuperior to 
their Fellow-countrymen. Cannajfatego bleft the On- 
n9ndagans with his Virtues i the Cayi^ans rejoiced in 
thofe of Decanejforay Rivals in Glory, Friends in Mili- 
tary Aftion, unenvying and unenvied, that Fiend-like 
Pafllon had not touched their Breads, each to the other's 
Arm and Valour flood indebted for his Life, fnat'ifhed 
from the Hands of their implacable Enemies alternately 
by mutual Prowefs. ^ 

Cann ASSATEGO had now reached his thirtieth Year, 
in all the Bloom of Manhood ; Decanejfora but two 
Years elder, warmed with equal Vigour j no human 
Form was ever feen more graceful, than that of Cunaf- 
' /fitego, hh Perfon was as ftrait as the Arrow which his 
Hand directed from his fatal Bow, his Stature fix J^oot, 
tlie moft perfect Height in human Nature ; on hi» large 
Neck his Head ftood ereft and bold, his Face w^s ani- 
mated with Features that fpofce Senfibility of Soul, high 
and openwas,his Forehead, from his Eyes flaflied forth 
the Beams of Courage and Compaflion, as each Pafllon 
at ditfereait Moments animated his Bofom, wit}iin which 
his Heart beat with honeftThrobbing for his -Cpund-y*s i 
Service; ample were his Shoulders, yet falling ofFwith I 
cafy Grace, his Body all diftindly jiuifcular, his Hips j 
united his upper and lower Parts with perfe^ Symme-^ | 
try; his Thighs and Legs completely formed forStrengtb 
and Agility. , * 

The Air, Attitude, and Expreffionof the beauteous 
Statue of Apollo, which adorns the Belvcdera Palacb 
at Rome, were feen animated in this American the ru- 
ftant he had difcharged his deadly Shaft ; and tho' the 
fair Complexion ofthe European Natives was not to be 
found in this Warrior, yet his Shape and Countenance 
hindered you from perceiving the Deficiency : the Per- 
feftion of his Form, and Exprefldon of his Vifage was 
fuch, the Grecian Sculptors of the famed Statue of 
Laocoon, or the fighting Gladiator, might have fludied 
him with Inftrudlion and Delight; fuch was the Figure 
of Cannajfateg^. 

On his Feet were laced Sandals made of the Stag^l 
Hide, whofc rapid Flight had been ftayed by his qwiv | 

Hand^i' 
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Hands ; hi^ Legs were cldathed by Stockings formed 
from the Beaver s Skin, his Veil and Breetches made of 
the fame Materials, o'er his Shoulders faftened on his 
Breaft hy the Pore-paws in a Knot hung the brindled 
Skin of the ihaggy Wolf, which reached like a Mantle 
to his Waift, the Head of the fame Animal formed his 
Cafque that erinned dreadful on his Forehead ; on the 
left Side of it ftpod ^ graceful Ornament, the tufted 
Plumage of the Kigle*stail, which his fatal Arrows had 
brought keadlong frOm the Clouds ; his fable fhining 
Hair hung platted to his Waift behind. 

Arounx> his manly Neck flione the beauteous Beads 
of IVampum^ compofed of fliining Shells of varioufly 
tcflefUng Hues ; his Arms were ornamented with the • 
fame Decorations ; around his Middle yet a broader Belt 
held in its varying Girt his fatal War^x, and his pointed 
Ponyard ; acTofs nis Shoulders hung his Bow and Quiver 
for the Chace ; his Arms for V^is were the Fire-arms of 
£urope ; aftive as the bounding Roe> courageous as 
the generous Lion, fagacious as the provident Beaver ; 
fuch were the Drefs, Arms, bodily and mental Powers 
of Cannaffatego, 

Decanessora was formed in fomewhat a different 
Chara^r, he tefembled more that Figure which Glycon 
has given the Farnefian Herdules ; his Limbs were broad 
and brawny, Strength rather than Agility char after izcd 
the whole Frame ; his Eyes fpoke fixt Refolution more 
than ardent Courage, Juftice more than Humanity, 
marked the Outlines of his Features. 

On his Head he wore a Cafque formed of the Beards 
black Skin, which he had (lain with his War-ax, a Fox's 
Tail decorated the left Side of it, a Mantle of the fame 
fiiaggy Hide faftened on his Breaft like that of Cannajfa- 
tego's covered his Shoulders to the Waift ; beneath, the 
Otter's Furr enwtapt his Limbs and Body, his Feet were 
defended from Injury like thofe of the other Warrior ; 
'his Arms, his Ornaments the fame. 

The Onnondngan fwifteftof Foot, like the Bird of 
Jove, overtook his Enemy with fatal Speed j the Cayu- 
\an flow like the Britijb MaftifF, refifted with Fatality 
& oppoling Foes : each expert alike to draw the fatal 
[Yew, or Speed the mortal Bullet totts Goal, to whirl the 
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War-ax at thedillant Foe, of ufc it in the clofc Engage- 
ment^ fecret and (killed to hy the fraudful Ambulh, 
daring and valiant in the open Field j no Warriors in all 
the Nations of the Continent could juftly boaft Co many 
gallant Aftions, old Men heard their Stories with 
-Amazement and Delight, the young with Rapture and 
Inftrudtion. 

From Tales of antient Warriors delivered down from 
Father to Son, from one brave Sachenf to another, Can- 
najfatego had been much fniitten with the Accounts of 
former Times j before the Europeans^ thefe faithlefs In- 
vaders, had reached the Shores of -^w^r/r^i, it was then 
the OnnonJaganSf Cayugans^ and others of the five un- 
•conquerable Nations, reigned fupreme over all the wef- 
tern World. 

He beheld the Indian Chiefs wrapt in European Ma- 
nu failures, as Men bearing the Badge of Slavery, I^e de- 
tefted the Day which brought them that intoxicating 
Pluid which had enervated their -former Strength and 
tincientValour ; in Reality he confidered the Natives of 
his Country ill treated, deluded, and 3eftroyed alike, 
by Englijh and by French y and lamchted the fallen Con- 
dition of his native Land ; in confequence of this man- 
ner of Thinking, he had never cloathed himfelf but in 
the Skins of thofe Beafts which he had flain with his 
own Hands, nor tafted that enebriating Liquor, which 
totally deprives Humanity of Reafon. 

Determined from his early Youth to vifit that 
Country from whence the Europeans came ; he had 
learnt the Engli(h Language from a Miflionary who had 
dwelt among them: with this Intent he had attained 
the Knowledge of Reading and even Writing it; not- 
withftauding this, he had always refufed vifiting the 
Plantations and Cities of the Englijh eftabliflied on the 
American Continent; he deteftcd them for broken Faith, 
and fraudulent Tre^ities, for their Perfuafions of his 
Countrymen to arm and engage in their Defence, and 
then (hamefuUy deferting them at the Moment of their 
Neceflities ; their Wives and Children borne off to Sla* 
very, or murdered by the Hands of their Enemies, were 
the Confequences which he conceived to have follow- 
.cd from the faithlefs Behaviour of the Englifh. 

NOTWITH- 
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Notwithstanding all tliefe convincing Proof;?, 
he was eternally dinned by the new Comers amongft hit 
Nation, with the Virtues, tourage, and Magnanimitjr 
of the great King whp lived enthroned in Splendor j the 
Purity of the Lives of thofe People who profefTed th^ 
Chriftian Religion in the Regtohs under him, and of jhe 
Millions of brave Men over whom he reigned, an4 
vrho trembled at his Nod. 

This Story, from innate Honefty, induced to believe^ 
he imagined that thofe whb had landed on the Amey 
rican Coaft were Exilts from their native Land, doomed 
to that Punifhment for Crimes which they had commit- 
ted, unworthy the Prefence of fo great a Monarch, an4 
therefore were no longer fuffered to breathe their native 
Air, and tread the Soil which nurtured them. 

This he was fecretly convinced was true, from what 
he had known of their Deceit and Treachery ; he there- 
fore determined to vifit the Source from whence>thefe 
Evils came, to pafsthe Ocean, and be afcertained wher 
ther the King and People anlwercd to- all the grand ac- 
counts which he had heard concerning them ; hje knew 
perfc£l4y from Tradition, that, befoire his Time, Indian 
Chiefs bad paifeci the Ocean to the jBritifti Kingdom^ 
andr^urned ^ he therefore enfertaincd no Terror of the 
Voyage, he could not fear to undertake what had ever 
h^en accompli (hed by Man. 

Filled with this Refolution, which he had long 
feondealed within his Bpfom, at length like the hidden" 
Store of foiiie Vulcano taking Fire, it grew too impe- 
tuous to be reft rained ; he therefore fummoned toge- 
ther the Off/io/r^^rzw Chiefs, and thus, ftanding \yitli. 
decent Grace, and becoming Aftion opened his de- 

fign- ' 

** Fathers and Sachems of the OnnoriiiaganNAtion, 
** hear the Voic^ of Youth, and approve meif my Coun- 
** c\\ find Favour it! your. Hearts ; it is my Zeal for thl« 
" finking" Nation, v^hich'pi-ompts me to the Under tak- 
•* ing, itis the grtat Spirit which animates my Soul. 

** Too long have the OnmytiilagaTi and other warlike 

'* Nations befcn held a Prey to Englijb Perfidy, our 

" leflcned Numbers, our Country ravaged, our Wives 

** borne off in Slavery, our Children maflacred, have 

B. 3 " too 
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" too frequently followed the delufive Belief of tfrcir 
*' Promifes, and the Negle£t of their fulfilline them. 

*' Each tufted Spring brings forthwith its Leaver 
" frefli Vows of Friend&p and Alliance'j before the 
** naked Winter fhews its hoary Head, all thefe have 
" been repeatedly broken and foregone. 

" Driven ffom the Ocean's Shores our ancient Ter- 
** ritories, what are we but their Slaves ? for whom 
'* have your Sachems and this right Arm fo often con- 
*' quered, but for them and their Advantaee ? the 
'^ very Garments which we wear are Teftimoniei of the 
** Truth, of how fmall account an IndianChief» and his 
** Exploits, is deemed amongft them ; thefe Coverings. 
** if thefe Men may be believed, are the Produdtions 
•* of the loweft People, the Price of Metal dug from 
** the Bowels of the Earth, and toll of fix Days only, 
" by Hands which never wield the Ax, or meet thei» 
" Foes in Battle ; thefe are the Purchafe of an Indian 
" Warrior's Arm, his Fame, his Family, his Being, and 
** his Country. 

** Long have my Eyes beheld our Situation witb 
** affli^ed Heart, the autumnal Blaft ha^ not fcattered 
*' more Leaves than J have uttered Sighs, the rufhing 
** Cataracts of the Catarakut poured more Drops of 
" Water, than I hive fhed Tears in furveying our abje^ 
" State; each Dav treads on the Heels ofanotW^ 
** loaded wkh frelh Marks of Perfidy. 
* ** What are we but Slaves, who travetie the wide 
" Woods of America^ in fearch of Furs and Skins, 
<* which are bartered for Fire-arms, Powder and Bui- 
" lets, to be ufed and wafted in their Defence, and for 
" their Service ? Why are we doom'd xo fight the Bat- 
** ties of our Ravagers to our yet farther Ruin ? ArQ 
«• not their Soldiers rewarded to defend themfelves, 
** their own Properties and PofleflioAs ; whilft we, 
" who are unallied to them by Nature, Name, Nation, 
\* or Intereft, are engaged in their Quarrels, and wafte 
" our Days and Vigour in Defence of what, alas ! no 
" more belongs to us, unpaid and unrewarded ? 

" Alas ! their Power is become too*^ great to be 
" oppofed by our exhaufted Natpns ; their Hearts toe 
" hardened to feel Compaffion at the Tales of Woe and 

^ " fuffering* 
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** SufFerings of our Indian Race ; in vain we have fmoak" 
" ed the Calmut of Peace, and planted deep that Tree^ 
" whofe Branches, blafted on their Side, yields not a 
* * covering for an Indian Chief i which on ours, (belters 
** all thefe foreign Conaers. Has the C£ain been 
** brightened, which was to pafs between us and them, 
" by their Tranfadions ? Has the facred Wampum- 
. *• belt held them one waneing Moon to their Engage- 
" ments ? Alas, I weep for our Condition f 

** Then hear me, Warriors, Sachems, Fathers, this 
" my Soul fuggefts : Thefe Violators of our juft Pof- 
*' (eiiions are all the exiled Caitiffs of the Land they^ 
** came from ; or dfe the boafted Gi^atncfs of the^ 
^* Realms they have quitted, is but a fpecious Tale of 
" well-imagined Falibood. 

•• If their great King pofFefles the ejcal ted Great nef* 
** which they give him ; if their Religion teaches all 
•' the Virtues which they afTert it contains ; are they 
** not Exiles from their native Lands f Could Men thus- 
f* perfidious be initiated in that Faith which preaches; 
" Peace, Humility, Juftice, and Mercy? 

** Fired with my Country's Good, if you approve,. 
^* I will crofs the vaft Ocean } pafs beyond the riling 
** of the Sun ; and vifit the Regions of the great King; 
** I will lay the Story of our Woes before him-: If truef 
** greatnefs dwells within- his Bofom, W his People are 
" the brave and humane Nations thofe Invaders pro- 
" mife, Juftice (hall teach him to recall thefe dire De- 
** ftroyers, or his Word fliallbid them to be juft to the: 
^* Enragements which they (hall hereafter, make. 

*< With him Cannaffaiego will: fmoke the Calmut 
*i of Peace, and brighten up the Chain between the 
•* OnnonJagans and the Britilh Nation ; the Tree of 
" Friendlhip which we will plant together, (hall put 
" forth fre(h Shoots, and (hield us with its Leaves ; 
** a^d the hofpi table Wampum bind us for ever in one 
" dufe. 

*• If this Succefs (Jiould not prove the Event of mj» 
" Voyage, we may then boil the War-kettle, and re- 
*' nounce Alliance witii a faithlefs Nation. 

** Thus on whatever Part we then turn our Eyes. 

^ fome Advantage muft accrue from- this Voyage ► 

B 4 ** either 
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*^ either Peace fhall bind us in a mutual Intereft^ or 
•< War&all teach us to truft thefe perfidious Men no 
•* more. 

** On my Account let no Anxietj attend you ; if th« 
** Ocean is filled with Dangers, they do not intimidate 
'* me ; can you conceive the great pervading Spirit will 
• * waft thofe Ravagers in Safety to ourDeilrudion, and 
** prove fatal to me who feek but Peace and Juftice P^'' 

Having thus concluded his Speech, a general Mur- 
mur of Applaufe ran through the Audience ; and the 
eideil Sachem replied and approved his Refolution. 

There remaimed only that he now confulted his 
deareft Friend Decaneffkra, and acquainted him with 
his Refolution : He had at firfl intended to defire the 
Cayugan to accompany him in the Voyage j till recol- 
leding his being married, he imagined his Abfence would 
be improper, and even detrimental to his Wife and 
Children, he therefore determined to take his Farewei 
from his dear and faithful Friend. 

Wi TH this Intent he began his Journey to the Town 
where Decaneffora refided ; in faft there was yet ano- 
ther Caufe which conduced greatly to this^ Vifu : In 
the fame Dwellii^g refided the -beauteous Sifter of De^ 
caneffaray whofe captivating Form had fecretiy fub* 
dued the Heart of Cannaffatego ; nor was the Bofom 
of /"/ynVtfdeftitute of tender Feelings fop the Onmnda-*^ 
gan Chief. 

No Beauty of the five Nations was in Perfe^on e- 
qual to Tarico ; her Syes vivid as the Diamond's Rays 
and black as Ebony, ihone like the Stars amidft the 
dufky Sky i her Nofe was aquiline ; her Mouth was 
little, encircled by the plumpy Lip, within which her 
Ivory even Teeth ihone with amazing Wbitenefs ; her 
dimpling Cheeks bequeathed a fmiling Grace to every 
Feature ^ herForeheiad was high and ample, from which 
the je.tty Locks ihining with lilky Luftre, fell gracefully 
behind in Ringlets, or neatly braided ; her Neck was 
long and large, from which her Shoulders fell off de- 
clining with the eafieft Grace ; her Bofom hard asVfiSfj 
and form'd like the Statue of a Grff//j« Sculptor, whertt. 
no unsatural Reflraint has fpoiled their Shape and Situ- 
i^tion : No Form was more complete ; no Limbs had 

mor^ 
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more Gracefiilnefs or Beauty, thDu^h her' Complexion 
could not boaft the Lily and the Role, which adorn the 
European Ladies ; her Shape wa» fo exquifitely finifhed, 
Kkc the Prodirdwns of Faaffin's Pencil in his fiilleil 
Powers of Painting, it with-held e.very Eye from re- 
marking rhat Deficiency of Colouring 5 Her Soul had 
every Tenderneis which renders Wojnan the moft ami- 
able Obrjeft and Delight of God's Creation ; and where 
that Charm is notbeftowed, the fineft Limbs, the whole 
Powers of Beauty, in one >Vaneing Moon, compofe but 
Deteftation aiid. Abhorrence. 

NsAR ihe.Cajttgan Caffle, in which JDecaneffora re- 
iided, a Stream rolled aldrig its Umi :Wa.ves beiween 
the Margins of living Turf and Lilies of the Valley 
that delist iij Shade ; over-head the' tufted Pine-trees 
uniting their toormaii Boughs, excluded the Sun-beanis 
from below. This l^^tream, each Morn before therifing 
of the Day, received the beauteous Form of Ifaricoy. 
from which, like Venos from . the: Oceari, Ihc: rofe.with 
freih Beauty. . . ' f j i - 

On her Feet flie wore. Sandals, wHchi like thsr Ro- 
man Bufkins reached half wayupr her Legr ; k Petticoat 
of Skins of Sable hung firbm Ker-Wafte to .that Place; 
her Veft was made of pureft Ermin, which inwrapt her 
4)eauteous Bofom ; over all a Mantle fprm'd of the 
grey Squirrel's Skin, adorn'd with Tails of Ermin, fell' 
from her Shoulders^ teaching below her Middle. * 

Around her .Neck the Beads of /^«/«i«fhed their . 
varying DycB y har Ears were ornamented with the fame -5 
.Decoration ; her Arms furrounded with' Bracelets Y 
each variegated JBird had flied his willing Plumes to 
deck her Head, .where intermixed with Flowers, the 
platted Locks received the glowing Ornament .; in thi^ 
Manner was Tarleo hafcited, the irioft beautiful ofethe 
-Oyw^^/i Race. ' * 

Such being the Perfon of this <2ayugan Dame, It 
was no Wonder that her Charms had made deep Ini- 
preiHon on the Soul of Canhajfatego j nor that Tarico 
had conceived an equal Paffion in her Bofom in Favour 
of the Onmndagan Hero. In this Country the primsval 
Laws of Nature ftill hold their native Sway over Imman 
Hearts; .the Views of Heaven have not yetbcen.violuted 
B 5 ^y 
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bj the pernicious and impious Schemes of corrupted 
Men; thofe Charms which Nature beftowed on the 
human Race to bind with mutual Joy the Sexes in the 
Wreaths of Love, ftill render Lovers happy ; each fym- 
pathetic Power darting from the Soul, is received and 
foftered bj that which is congenial to it: Gold, the Bane 
of Eurofnan Lovers Blifs, pofTeifes no Efteem among 
thefe uncontaminated Natives ; the Perfe^ions whicb 
Heaven has given to Mortals only influence the virtu-r 
ous Bofoms of the Indian Nations. 

From the rifing Dawn Cannaffktego had travelled 
towards the Habftations of the Cayugan Chief ; hia 
Bow hung acrofs his Shoulders, his War-az wkhin hii 
Belt. 

ir was now the approach of Evening tn the Spring 
Seafbn ; the weftern Sky was ftained with various D^es, 
the Sun-beams (hot their (lanting Rays thro' various 
Parts of the Foreft, in fome the crouding Trees prohirr 
bited their Paffage ; thro' the upper Branches the Wind 
juft moved the topmoft Boughs with lulHng Sound ^ 
befide their brooding Mates, the Birds (at warbling 
forth the Spngs of Love and Conftancy. Cannaffatego^t 
Mind was deeply employed in contemplating the Obt* 
y^% of themoft ceteftial Paflions which Heaven has 
deign'd to Man, Love and Friendfhip : Taricozxid Dtcaw. 
neffora polTeisM his Sout alternately. 

" This Evening (the Impulfe predtag the Word*. 
" from his Bofbm) brings me to the Pre^nce of all 
** my Heart fupremely Loves; with what Joy wiH 
" Tdricoy tho' I have never yet declared my Paffion, 
** meet thefe Eyes fwimming in Love ; how will the 
** Arms of Friend/hip prcfs me to the Bofom ofDeca^ ^ 

It feems that TarrcOy liftenihg to the Dangers which . 
f an fiaffatego hzd efcaped, when hedefcribedthc War- 
ix juft thundering on his Head, the levelled Arrow or 
the flying Bullet, that had mark'd hb Bofom as it flew^ 
along, had often (hrieked involuntarily for him ihe 
loved J her Soul forgetting that the Caufe of this Sen- 
iation was at that Inftant free from Danger, recounting 
the Stories of his own Efcapes. 

Wkj^neybr he painted his own Prowelis^ drlvin^^ 
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his Foes before him, his up-lifted Ax falling on their 
Heads, his Vidtoriesand Valour ; her Eyes glowed with 
Tranfport and Approbation ; Love and Delight darted 
thro' every Feature, and fpoke her Soul was abfoiutely 
devoted to the Charms of CannaJfaUgo. 

These Appearances the Onnandagan had joyfully 
remarked, yet to thb Honr he had never breathed 
one amorous Accent to the Bofom of Tari^ ; he con- 
ceived her Charms fo much tranfcendmg all the Race of 
Women, that he had vow'd this Voyage to^makehis 
Fame yet Greater, and himfelf more worthy of that 
Perfon, which* kis Pailion had pamted fo fuperior to> 
the feminine World. 

There remained now but littl^e oTthe Roaduntrod 
which' would. bring him to the Dwelling o{ ihi^ Cayugan 
Chief; his Heart elate, animated his St^pa; his Bofom. 
thcobb'd with Expefltation of his coming BUfa^.. in Love 
and. Friendfhip. 

It feems aifo that the Soul of Tarico which wa?- 
ever inclined to Paint the Image of CannaffaUgo livings 
in her Bofom, had this Day been more warmly animated 
by his Prefence than ufual. 

I N this Land of yet unaltered Nature j the Hearts of 
Lovers, fentimentsdlyvtouched, are confcious of theie 
attra^ing Powers a^ greater Diftances than European 
Natives conceive it pofllble j in Confequenceof this, the 
Bofom, which is much actuated with the Image of that 
Gbjeft which is deareft to it, like the eleftric Amber 
put brilkly into Motion, throws forthit*s Fire at amaz- 
ing Diftances, attradine and attra^ed by its moft fa« 
vourite Objed, from this invisible Influence. 

Busied with the Thoughts of Love which ev?r 
Inclines the Poffeffor of it to Paths of Solitude^, 
unknowing where flie ftray'd,T''>'''^0had wandered fome 
Diftance from her Dwelling, thro' that Part of the 
Foreft which leads to the Onnondagan Nation ; the 
,two. Lovers were not far diftantfrom each other, and 
iniked if the Path had not winded in that Part, each 
had been in Sight of the other. 

At this inftant a gaunt and hungry Wolf ruihing 
thro' the Woods to feize the lovely^ Taric$y a fuddeii 
jSbriek caught the Ewa of Cartnnjfategoi he faw the

ravenous Beaft fweeping to his Prey ; he faw the trem- 
bling Maid, unknowing who ihe was, fall proftrate on 
the Earth, Fear had deprived her Limbs of Motion ; 
Pity feiz'd his manly Bread ; Courage animated his 
Arm to fave her : His Bow was unftretch'd, the Time 
too (hort to ftretch it ; quick then as Lightning, juft 
as the Devourer crofsM the Path to feize his dying 
Prey, the artful Hand oiCannaffatego whirl'd his War- 
ax to his Breaft ; faithful to its Mafter's Aim, it pierc'd 
between the Ribs and cleft that Heart, which never , 
beat another Stroke. 

What Joy warm'd the Heart of Cannaffaiegp stilus 
Succefs, in faving a Fellow-Creature ! he ran to (uC- 
tain the fainting Maid ; but when he beheld in his 
Arms the Female he had rcfcued was his deareft Tartcoy 
his Lips grew dumb with Joy unutterable; then preffing 
her to his Bofom with juft recovering Senfes, he cried, 
** My TaricOy my Love, is it thee this happy Arm 
** hasrefcued? My Soul, is it to this right Hand thy 
** Life is owing ? Behold thy Cqnnajfatego free from 
** Danger:" When recovering at the known Voice of 
her Lover, fhe cried, " Am 1 yet alive? Do I' behold 
** my Cannajfatego ^ Is it by thee this Body is pre- 
** ferved from the Jxiws of that devouring Beaft ? How 
** did the great Spirit waft thee to my Aid, my Savi- 
** our and Deliverer, the fole Joy of my Soul?" Thus 
they interchanged the Senfe of their Conditions, 

At this Moment Cannaffatego felt a Sicknefs fteal 
upon him, like the Shades of Evening, It feems, in 
rufhing to the Safety of his fainting Maid, a Rattle- 
Snake, which lay in the Path, had ftung him ; this the 
Joy of faving Tarico had effaced, 'till the Pain had re- 
minded him of it. ** Alas ! my Tarico ^ he cried, I die. 
** The fatal Rattle-Snake has darted its envenom'd

•* where happy Lovers dwellin blifs infoparable. Muft 
" my Prefervation prove thy Death [ — the Life you 
** gave, I facrifice to follow thee ." 

She then drew^in arrow from bis Qui vet, and taking 
It in her right Haild,* Ae placed hertelf ofl the rifing 
Ground, befide him, ihe with her Left incircling his 
•Neck, ppeded her Lips clofe to his Clay-cold Cheek ;

<* me." At thefe Words fwift as the Swallow (kirns 
along the Meadows, her Feet bore her to the Houfe 
of Dtcanejforay Love wing'd every Step in Yarico^ 
Friend (hip gave Swiftnefs to the brave Cayugan^ he^ 
came and bore his beft-loved Friend ta his Dwelling. 

Fresh Application of the fame Remedy to the 
wounded Part, the Juice prefled from it and poured 
down his Throat, prevailed at laft upon the Poifon 
which had been mixed with the Blood, before the On-^ 
nondagatty raviihed with Delight at prefer ving all he 
loved from Death, had attended to the Sting. 

The next Night was paft in fleeplefs Anguifh by. 
Tarico ; her 6o(om like the Ground lately torn with 
convulfive Earthquakes, had not yet forgot its Trem- 
blings ; (he loved too well to be at Eafe, till the dawn^ 
ing Morn told her that Cannajfategd was totally reco--- 
veredfrom the EfFeclsof the Poifon. 

If the Padion which po(fefied the Souls of tllefe two 
JLovers, was greae before this lat^ Accident, .how much 
muft it be tncreafed, by the Thoughts of owing the

It was now that Tarico conceived herfelf the hap- 
pieft Being in all the wide extended Forefts of the l^r 
Man Nations ; Joy revelled in her Heart, and fparkled 
14 her Pyes, the Anxiety ihc felt from the Fear of * 
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dmnaffaUgo's not being infpired with a mutual Fafllon^ 
was difCpated, "her Limbs were animated with more 
than ufual Grace, her Words were drefTed with more 
than common Sprightlinefs. 

Yet alas ! fuch is the unftable ftatc of human Fe- 
licity, Cannaffatigo pined awaj in fecret Anguifli ; the 
frequent Sigh ftole from his Bofom, the living Luftre 
of his Eyes was ail obfcured, and the big Tear ftood 
trembling ready to find its Paifage down his wan 
Cheek. It was now he repented of that Refolution,

** Tarico fuftain my parting ? Oh Bofom, torn with 
y Anguifli J fom© Power fuperior to Man, fupport 
" thee in this trying Minute," he cried, lifting his 
unjted Hands to Heaven. 

These Symptoms of a Mind difturbed, did not 
pafs unnoticed by the Eyes of ^^rictf, He faw he re- 
garded her with the utmoft Tendernefs, accompanied 
Vfith ftifled Sighs, and Tears that trembled on his Eye- 
i. lids 
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lids as he gazed upon her; fhe feared and yet Ifif 
wiihed to know the Caufe of this Difquietnde. 

One Day as CannaffaUgo wandered in the Woods 
alone, Tarico followed him unperceived ; he- placed 
himfelf befide a Rock, over-hung with (hady Pines 
which waved to the hollow Wind, by the Side of 
which fell a fmall Stream of Water in dripping Rills ;

** What means my lovely Maid, what means my 

'* Soul's Ambition and Delight ? Alas I 1 feel no Pain 

** but what proceeds from you alone, my more than 

g^^ ** Life and Liberty. Shall I declare, I dread to tell 

- •" ** thee," replied the Indian Chief, 

i ♦* Q« 
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■*• Om tell me all, what cannot Tarico fuftain, if 
** you are dill but mine alone," flie anfwered. 

** Know then, before I had revealed my Paffion to 
" thy Heart, prompted by Love of more than mor- 
*' tal Glory, I had refolved in the Aflembly of the 
** Onnondagan Sachems, to vifit the European Regi- 
" ons 5 this whilft my Honour urges me to execute-, 
** the exceffive Love which throbs within this Bread 
*' for thee my beauteous Maid, would chace as vi(i- 
** onary Phantoms that haunt me to my Ruin ; from 
** this Thought fprang the Words you heard me ut- 
** ter : Oh Tarico^ how fhall Love and Honour be at 
** once obeyed, how fliall I prefs thee in thefe Arms 
*• infeparable, and yet not lofe my Glory? How fly 
** beyond the rifing Morn, and leave thee in thefe 
** Realms "behind ? Thence fprings my Woe, this is

** Makb me the Partner of the Voyage," Ihe cried,

** fliield my Love from Danger." 

** Alas ! my Taricoy jthou art too delicately formed 
** to dare the Undertaking ; *tis not to wafte whole 
** Moons in weary Marches, to dread the infidi6u» 
** Ambufli of oux Foes, that makes the Terror of 
** this Voyage; the wide ex ten five Water which Hea*. 
** ven in vain has placed to fecure us from the Inva- 
** (ion, of our European Oi^pveHCoTa muft be traverfed j 
" Dangers unknown to me, beyond a Female's feeble 
"-Frame to bear, compofe the Horrors of this Un- 
*' dertakingj let vlb ^ppesl to Decanejfor a y let him de- 
** termine what fhall be my Fate, (hail T be thine this 
" Day, or wafte whole tedious Revolutions of the 
" Sun, to make me yet more worthy of thy Beauties 
" and Acceptance." 

Having thus djicourfed together, ihe hung upon 
- his Arm gazing often on his Face ; his Soul became 
lighter with the Declaration of his Feelings and Si- 
tuation, her's felt Difquietude and Pain of lofmg hinu 

Stock- 
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Stock-Doves and Turtles cooed amongft the BrancBes 
as they pad along, a confcious Approbation of thefr 
Conftancy, innocent and beauteous as the firft Human 
Pair in the Garden of EJeriy thus they dire^ed their 
Steps to the Abode of Decanejfora.

This Woman therefore, like the aforefaid Widows, 

had but one way of coniidering a Man, which is ex- 

a^ly as the Dealers in Timber do that Commodity, 

that is according to the Length and Square Inches 

which he contains, with fome Attention that there is 

no Mark of Rbttennefs within If the Plant appears 

thriving without Signs of Decay, one young Man of 

equal Size and Vigour is thought by this Kmd to be 

very like another young Man of the fame Qualities, 

and it is not the Value of a Pinch of SnufF dift'erence, 

w^hich is to be taken, provided there be no Delay io 

coming at one of them. 

Garangula was of this Stamp in Nature, fhe had 
never confulted the Feelings of her Heart on the Oc- 
cafion of her Marriage, but taken fpccial Pleafure in 
obierving that Decanejfora had the broadeft Pair of 
Shoulders, of all the Cayugan Nation, a Matter of

** Appear before the Onmndafran Chiefs and vio- 
^* late thy Honour!" replied the Cayugan with st

*' flill I may hold him as my Friend, and wonder how 
** a Soul formed, far the greateft Darings, can quit 
*' Ambition for -a Woman's Arms." 
.. This pierced the Onnondagan to the Soul, he criedV 
** O ray Tarico what will the great Spirit do with me 
** now?" 

At thefe Words Garangula faid, " that fhe did 
" not fee any Difficulty in the Affair, that both Parts 
•* of the Subject might be eafily complied with ; if 
** Cannaffatego and Tarico be only made thus uneafy 
** by not having tafted the Joys of Love, as he faid, 
** that maybe eafily accommodated ; let this Night b^ 
** the Completion of their Nuptials, and in a Month 
** perhaps, the Difficulty may be lefs in parting from 
" each other, than it is at prefeat/'

At thefe Expreffions the Soul of Tarico was flung 
to the Center, llie replied with fome Warmth,

" ing of the bridal Bed for ever, than live with any 
" other Man of Indian Name, indulged with every 
" Thing your Imagination may fugged." 

This GUrangula confidered as fpringing from falfe 
Modefty J fhe imagined that all Females were compofed 
of the fame Principles, and did not believe that any 
Woman could differ from another, fo much as this 
Speech would feem to intimate that Tarico d|d from 
her. 

^iwiVo cried, " yes, thouihalt go, myPaflionfhaH 
" not blight thy blooming Glery, thy Flame fhall

** Varies continue thine till thy Return ; or if the

ihould eclipfe his Fame amongft his Countrymen, the 
above Words found Paffage.

** ftill, the Winds blow propitious, to waft thee to my 
•* Arms filled with ripened Honours. 

This Converfation, however glowing it may feem, 
came yet from Hearts that would willingly have funk 
in Obfcurity and Happinefs together ; Love has nothing 
of the Daring in its Nature, but in the Prefervation of 
that Object which is deareft to it ; Glory is a different 
Charm : Melting Hearts, languilhing Eyes, wreathing 
Arms, Words of fofter Raptures fequeftered- from In- 
terruption and the World, makre the ineffable Delights 
of raviihed Lovers . 

One Day in this favourite Solitude, intetchaftgmg 
Vows of Conftancy and Truth, Taric9 fitting by the 
Side of her adored Cannajfattgo, polifliing a Shell of 
Pearl to form a Wampum Bracelet j turning her Eyes 
on the profile Face of him ihe ioved, which was diftin- 
guifhed by the Blacknefs of the Rock on the other 
Side, imagined that from clofely obferving the Outline, 
ihe could with the Point of an Arrow prick fome dif- 
tant Refemblance of her favourite Warrior. Love in* 
fpires the human Breaft with every happy and exalted 
Thought. 

She therefore whilft he was mufing on the deftined 
Voyage, ftole an Arrow fecretly from his Quiver, and 
with Its Point marked the Out-line of Cannajfatego*^ 
Face on the varying Shell ofMother-of-Pearl; Love 

direfted 
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dtre^ed tliis Ahrow with as much Pieafure, as he had 
guided that which wounded her Bofom from hia Bow ) 
the Refemblance was diftinguifhable, ihe preft it to her , 
Lips in Rapture, " happy Image of my Love," flie 
cried, " thou (halt be my conftant Companion, whilft: 
** the dear Objedl from whence thou art derived, fliali 
" be far diftant from my Arms and my beholding, 
• " over diftant Waters beyond the rifing of the Sun and 
" Moon. 

This Ejaculation, fpoken in Rapture, called tho 
Eyes of C^nnajfatego on what (he had been doing : 
The Performance, to his Eyes, exceeded all human 
Conception ; Love and Novelty had exalted this Work 
above all the Pr oduftions of human Nature. 

*" Happy fliouhl I be, could I poffefs an Image as 
** much refembling thee, as this ts to my Features, 
** to be my Companion in my Voyage, gaze upon 
'* whole Days, and tell it, though deaf and inanimate, 
** how much I love the dear Original," fays the Indian 
Chief 

This Tancv would have gladly pleafed him in ; 
for Lovers ever chufe to give their Likenefs to thofe 
they love. 

One Day, as (he came to the uiua! Stream juft at 
the rifing Sun to waih her beauteous Limbs, ihe ob- 
ferved her Image in the glaffy Surface of the Water. 
All was hulh'd as Death, as if Nature had confpired 
to offer this Opportunity j this threw the Thought of 
her poffibly bemgable to take theOutUnesof her Face, 
from this Shadow in the. Water. 

Love aflifted her Attempts ; the Refemblance was 
Vjfible ; (he then, without mentioning one Word of 
it to C4innaffateg9^ formM a Belt of Wampum, which 
reaching round hisNeck and one Shoulder, was fo con-^ 
trivM, as to let this Piece which hung from it, and bore 
her Image, reft upon hi« Heart. 

This then fhe prefented him : With wjiat Rapture 
did he receive and prefs the Image to his Lips and Bo- 
fom ; then turning to Tartc*, he would cry, *• 'Tis 
** fhe ; tho' no Diftance can eraze thee from my Mind, 
" yet this Figure, the Work of thy Hands, is even 
* dearer to my Soul than all the Charms of Glory." 

For 
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For the Refemblance which fliehad msdeofCan^ 
najfategoy fhe form'd a Bracelet, and wore it on her 
left Arm. 

Every Day led them to this fequeftered Scene, to 
breathe the fofteft Vows of Tendernefs and Truth ; 
which Garanguia and Decanaffora had conftrued to 
another way of pafling Time, not unufual amongft lefs 
enthufiaftic and feraphic Souls in Love. 

During this Time Ihe made him a Veft of Ermin ; 
and the very Wolf which he had killed, had been flay'd, 
and an upper Garment or Cloak made of his Skin ; 
around its Edge Tarico had inferted the Tails of Er- 
min, in a grey Border of Furs of Squirrels : His Cap 
•was made of Sable ; a tufted Plume of all the gay^ft 
Feathers which adorn the Birds oi America^ united to 
form an Ornament for this Part of his Apparel.

Honour in theBreaftofMan, is their Proted^ionj their 
own Bofoms warm'd with the Rays of Chaftity, are 
uncontaminated with polluting Ideas. Hear this, ye 
refined and polite Nations of Europe^ and learn purer 
and more exalted Notions from the iimple and uncor- 
rupted Manners o^ Americans loft in Woods ! 

TARICO then, who was ftealing filently away with 
the Intent whic}i we have above mentioned, was foon 
followed by CannaJfategOy whofe Heart had been in 
fecret Tears pouring forth its Anguifh. 

Silent as the Midnight Hour which reign'd around 
them, they walk'd along together, neither had Refolu- 
tion to fpeak thro' Fear of betraying the Senlations of 
their Souls ; the Moon (hone in full Power thro' the 
Foreft ; the Trees ftood without a quivering Leaf 5 
the Breath of Heaven was fufpendedj as if all Nature 
had been hufh'd and attentive to gaze upon and liften 
to this Pair of afflifted Lovers.

To thefe Words which ran thro' his Soul, he re- 
plied, " Indeed in that Refped we are more unhappy 
** than European Lovers : They, fays he, have Power 
" to communicate their Thoughts by a moft irn'raitable 
** Invention, and tell the Secrets of their Souls at ^ 
" thoufand Miles Diftance,'* 

V o I.. L , C Tjiu 
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Th IS he explained to Yarico to be efFefted by Mean s 
of Letters, *' which, fays he, I have learnt to make 
** myfelf more fit for his Voyage: If you, ^ny Yari9^ 
** knew this Secret, we mght rhen communicate our 
** Sentiments to each other, whilft I am on this Voyage: 
** There are, I am told, frequent Opportunities of 
** fending Mcffages of this Kind;" 

TARJCO feized this Occafion to requeft his tar- 
lying with her, till he had taught her this excellent 
Art. 

** It is cruel, (he cried, to fuffer me to pafs whole 
*' Years in Anguifli, without knowing what befalls 
*' the Being that is dearer to me than my Life, when 
*' a few Moons, nay perhaps Days, may inftrufl me in 
*' this Secret of communicating what we feel for each 
** other. I am confcious, that with you I fliall quickly 
** attain all that is neceffary for this Intercourfe of 
** Love; tarry, I implore you, toinftrudl me in that 
** Art." 

Nothing would have been more pleafmg to Can- 
^/7^/7/f^s, than flaying in this Manner with the favou- 
rite Objedl of his Soul. No Blifs is fo delightful to the 
human Heart, as the State of that Lover, who in- 
llrufts the Maid he adores in any Art or Excellence ; 
Love improves every little Progrefs into fome miracu- 
lous Appearance of a fuperior Soul : Trifles light as 
Air, are by Lovers Minds improved into Proofs of mod 
celeftial Knowledge. 

However pleafing this Thought might be to the 
Heart of CannaffategOy he had given his Word that 
the Morning- light ihould lead him to the Onmndagan 
Nation : Decanejfora was to be his Companion on the 
Road. 

It was therefore impoffible. that he could tarry to 
.gaxe on her he loved, without fuflreriag greatly from 
the biting Ridicule of his Cayugan Friend. To impart 
fome Confolation, Ke told her, he would endeavour 
to prevail on the Englijb Miffionary who hadinftrudted

for his Arms, which her own Fingers had polifhed ; and 
that Cup which at once imparted Grace and Manli- 
ncfs. 

With thefe (he array'd and decorated her dear 
CanaJJatego ; during which Time fhe requefted him a 
thoufand Times to fend her all he faw and heard, by 
Means of, that European Secret of communicating 
Thoughts to each other. ** I fhall foon learn the 
" Art, flie cried, and fend thee all the Feelings of my 
** Soul." 

During this Converfatlon, (he forced a Smile, and 
admir'd his Ornaments and Drefs j yet in her Eye the 
ready Drop ftood trembling, her Face like j^pril Days, 
compofed of Rain and Sunlhine. She confider'd him 
deck'd as a- Sacrifice, more than a Bridegroom.! 

Canruijfatego ftood beholding her with Eyes that 
befpoke more Senfibility of Pain, than he could have 
felt if his Soul had been then quitting his Body ; he ^fJ^ 
fiJent with Excefs of Sorrow. In all f^eir Converlation, 
they had never uttered the leaft SufpiciOfO" of lafideU^f 
Q z &^ 
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in Love ; the Fear of changing was unimagmed by this 
fuperior Pair. 

He muft now go ; when attempting to fpeak, his 
Affliction fopprcft his Voice, They rufh'd into each 
other's Arms j Tarico pronouncing, " Then go, thy

In this Manner with Eyes glittering in Tears, Tarico 
followed her lovely Onnondagan till he was fecluded 
from her Sight by the winding Paths of the Foreft :

In the mean Time while Taricc was thus complain- 
ing, Cannajfatego walk'd towards the Onnondagan 
Town, accompaiyd with his Bofom Friend Decanejfora, 
during the Jojjfncy.

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The Onnondagan was a long while (lient: Dtcanef" 
fora faw his Struggles, and did not attempt to interrupt 
him in his Grief, till it was a little moderated.

And indeed we'a^rehtfnd, that like thofe Map<>mak<ers» 
who adorn with tlbefe Beafts tht» Continent o\ Amirica>, 
bec^uie Cities afe^vanting to fill tip the iuiknown Parts 
of it, we have a Right to lard our Hiftory with Ren^* 
counters and Ccmquefts of theft voractotif Animals^ 
thn^meie&erilityof Subje^, in the'largeForeftsof 
Atheriia^ which t<^the gfeat Morti^cation of aa- Hti^ 
torian, afford no Inns, on the Road» Scenes * of nnic|i 
Delight for thofe who deal in Invention void of Truth ; 
'Wt'ar that IS aif AflSfTT' of qWitr airdrReTNTafuVe froni 
our Defign, we fhall therefore take the Liberty to ftep 
before our Indian Chiefs and bring tfee Reader a little 
aK:quaintet! wfth the Commander of the ****** ♦^ 
lying at Ne'vu Ywk. . 

Th I s Gentleman's Name wasff theHonourableCaptain 
Charles Bounce^ the third Son of the Earl of Braggardj 
Vifcount Puffy and Baron Bounce^ which was alio the 
Name of the Family. 

This young. Gentleman had always been coniidered^ 
by the noble Lord his Father, as a Lad that would 
make his Way in the World, h^ always in-liiled that 
Charlis had Parts. When a Boy, he had' never Ihewa 
theleaft Inclination or Capacity in learning any things 
notwithftanding which, he had vaft animal Vivacity, 
this is often miftakcn for Wit in Boys and Men, and ia^ 
rMt Light had been confidcTed by his Right Honourable 
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Parent? He had ever a Difpofition to beat the younger 
Boys of the Schools wHom he kept under him, which 
gained him the Chara^r of Courage ; being at thi 
fame Time moft extremely civil to thofe whom he had 
Reafon to believe were his Equals, or what is gene- 
rally ftiled inihe School Phrale, a Match for himj-vyhici 
was put down to his Cunning and Civility. Addfed 
to this he had a natural Aflurance, that in Times when 
Modefty was much in Faihion, might have been ftiled 
Impudence ; which Attribute, though none of the Vfr- 
tues» IS in Fad> worth them all for Preferment in this 
World : A Remark made by Lord Verulam was an un- 
doubted Truth in hi&Time, and which has been verified 
in Millions of Inftances down to thePrefent.in Minifters 
and; others. At School there was nothing which he 
dared not . to propofe ; whenever an Orchard was to b$ 
attacked, he made the Speech wliich moved them to 
A£tion; botthen^ his Valour was wifely tempered with 
Prudence, and he modefUy declind{d leading the Way, 
thinking it too mulUi to make the S^ch-, and lead the 
yan^like^incient Heroes in former Stories^ 

From theie. Accomplifliments which were miftaken 
£», Parts and'. Courage- by his Father, fucb is the BjiV 
tm^ion of parental I^ondnefs, and nol>(« Capacity, . 
CbarUs was from his Youtb deftined to he.an Admiral ; 
laConiequenceofthis DefBnation, being nomoretHail 
twenty-five. Ycars^ of Age, he had already been fome 
TioEie a Captain : Indeed there was anotker Part in his 
Son's Conftitution, which his noble Parent built very 
vaach upon ; this was-, that Charles^ at fifteen Year^ 
of Age, was furprized by his Lady-mother between a 
Pair of Sheets with her Waiting-woman j which latter 
Part of' the Appellation, we humbly conceive in this 
Inftance to be more juftly ufed than that of Maid, by 
a true Hiftotian, who examines what he delivers ; and 
indeed we apprehend it is from fimilar Inftances of this 
kind, that Ladies have-lately agreed to call thofe Fe- 
males, who have the Honour of being near their Perfons 
with Combs, Pins, Pomatum, Rouge, Brufhes, black 
and white Lead, by the Name of their Women, a? 
being a Denomination in which they ar6 much lefs 
likely to make Miftakes than in that of Maid \ which 
C 4 * beia 
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being fynonimous with Virgin, is fomething too facred 
to be fported with on dubious Occadons, whereas 
that of Woman anfwrrs to Maid, Wife, or Widow 
bewitched, or o^herways. 

This Accident then, of being furpirized in Mrs. 
Chamber^ z Bed, was a Matter of gteat Confolation to 
the Right Honourable Peer; he boareed of it in all Com- 
panies, and fwore that all the clever Heroes of Old 
were damn'd Whoring Fellows ; I was juft fuch ano- 
ther. " Your Alexanders^ fiiys he, as I find in Mr. 
** Handetz Alexander'^ Feafty fet a Town on Fire to 
** pleafe his Wench ; and I doubt not, adds hi^ Lord- 
** ihip, but Charles will be as great as any Alexander of 
** of them all, damme." 

And here, left my Readers, who are not well ac- 
4|uainted with the true way of fifing in honourable 
Preferments, (uch as live in Countries remote from the 
great City, may be induced to beUeve that the Hon«ur« 
able Captain Charles Bounce had a:ttained this earljr 
Honour thro' Dint of true Merit, and undoubted 
Courage, we fhall take the Liberty of jufl: hinting^ 
that the noble Lord bis Father, having the Conunand 
of three Boroughs, had made this favourite Son of his 
a Reprefentati ve of one of them.

Such therefore as he was at School, he continued 
in his Manhood ; and fuch was the Repute of his 
Courage, that tho* many Men have manifefted fome 
little Inclinations to doubt it, there are many more 
who are pofitive that a braver Seaman never ftept be* 
tween the Stem and the Stern of a Ship ; but indeed ' 
it was chiefly that kind of Gentlemen, who never 
knew what thefe two Denominations fignified, or had 
fcen any Sea but the great Piece of Water in theic 
Fathers' , Park, from which and the fmall VefTel 
fwimniing on it, they had taken the Notionrof Men of 
War and the Ocean. i.

W^ happy Union of Courage and Prudence^ exemplified 
in the Behaviour of the Honourable Captain Charles 
Bounce, together ^witlf a difcreet Prefefvatian of his 
Majejly's Ship and Subje&s : A Chapter tohe fiudied 
hy alt Captains in tbofe perilous Times, 

THE Honourable Captain CharlesBounce being thus 
made a Commander of a llxty-gun Ship, which 
he had already enjoyed fome Years, had been very 
eminently diftinguiihed by Lady Fortuney whofe Fa- 
vours all Men covet: He had taken many a. rich Mer- 
chant-man I and damaged his Majefty's Ship, which, 
was intruded to his Care, lefs than any Commander, in 
the Navy. 

To V his immortal Honour be it fpoken, he H^d 
brought lefs Expence on the Government by repairing 
his Ship from the Injuries of Battle in five Years, than 
Captain Brett had done in ^\t Hours j fuch fingukr 
Difcretion, he always mixed with hi? Valour, fo provi- 
dent he was of all that^as committed to .his Care, and 
fo heediefs the other. 

Indeed confidering the enormous Debt of this Na- 
tion, and with what Difficulty Money is raifed for the 
neceffary Supplies in. Times of Turbulence* that frqins 
publick Authority we are told, that we faall'bc i.^ 
C 5 gp^^i 
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good Coadition to undertake a War two Years hence* 
which imparts but a negative Confolation of not being 
at prefent in that State ; we are obliged to agree, that 
the Miniftry manifefts the utmoft Prudence in cdnduft- 
ihg the national Affairs, by thus preferring thofe Cap- 
tains^ who are tender and cautious of enilaming the 
Expences of the Year, by running tlieir Ships into 
txpeniive Broils, to thofe hot-headed Felloes who 
are for ever feeking fome Occafion to fink, biirn^or 
d^eftroy the Enemy's Ships of War, and difabling their 
own. 

Owing to this Prudence in the Commanders, it is 
imagined that thofe Captains, who were a little ihic'd 
in Courts Martial by their fellow Officers for Mifcie* 
«)eanoursin thelaftWar, have been made Governora 
asd Commanders in the prefent Exigency of Affairs : 
Difcretion inclining to Fear, being beheld with a more 
favourable Eiye by the Great, than Courage inclining 
to the immoderate. 

The Honourable Captain Ci&/7r/(f/ Bounce was a rare 
Inftance of this happy Union of Prudence mixt with 
Valour : In all his Chaces, whenever he had the leaft 
Sufpfcion that it was a Man of War belonging to the 
Enemy, "he purlued with great Deliberation ; he al- 
ways took Time to look about him, and was ever 
nmch ijQclined to imagine that he faw two Ships in the 
Place of one, great Difcretion, like Drunkennefs» 
doubling theObjedb,, and preferred coming up to his 
Enemy towards the Clofe of the Evening, to the 
Noon-tide Hour. By this prudential Method, if he 
perceived that there was nothing but Bruifes to be 
gotten, he had an Opportunity of difpofing of Things 
to the beft Advantage during the Night. 

<* Damme, Lieutensmt, lays he, we fliall have the 
** Dogs flip from us in the Dark, the cowardly Freticb 
** Sou of a B--: rilbedamn'd if he does not run for 
** it ; put before the Wind ; make ail poffible Sail, my- 
" Lads ; all Hands aloft there : FIl wage a thoufand 
** Guineas^ damme, we find them To-morrow Morning, 
^ by crouding aU our 5ails, juft a-head of us.*' And 
of thh QfkiotK &e was always inclined to be, when 

he 
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be perceived that the Enemy was turning to Wipd-* 
ward. 

If indeed before the Wind was the Manner of the 
Enemy's Sailing, he was always horridly afraid, left 
being a better Sea-boat than that which he commanded, 
ihe might e&ape, by turnrag to the Wind-ward -, h^ 
therefore kept that Manner, of Sailing all the Nigftt, 
ieil the Enemy ihould be in tha( Situation the next 
Day. 

By this Means, in the Morning, when he found tho 
Enemy's Ship <mite out of Sight, he f>yore with ^ 
mod horrid Vehemence and Ez;ecration, that he 
could not poffibly conceive which Way (he could ef- 

cape. ** But by , (ays he. Lieutenant, neither 

** Prudence or Courage produce any Thing great ; 
** Luck is all, damme." 

At other Times however, when Fighting, was ine- 
vitable, he (hewed equal Difcretion in Conducting his 
Ship: If he was at Wind- ward he cried, ** Look ye, 
** my Lads, damme if any Man that ever crofs'd a 
** Deck, islefs afraid than I am ; and yetconfider that 
** in being too near, from the Heeling of the Ship, we 
** are all open to the fmallArms of the Enemy, and they 
** are fecure from ours; we have nothing for it, but 
** endeavouring to hit her between Wind and Water, 
** which may fink them on the other Tack, therefor^ 
" keep a due Diftance,^ ray Lads i mkxd the Helm, i^y 
'* Lads." 

In like Manner when ha was at Leward, lie wa? 

equally cautious of allowing a proper Room, thro^ 

Fear of receiving a Shot betwixt Wind and Water, 

which might be their Deftru<5tion. ** For, fays ne» 

' ** a Ship i^e this, is not built in three Days, nor 

** mann'd at a fmall Expeace, and ihould not be thrown 

** away carelefsly : Damme, for my (elf I care nor 

" Sixpence/' Yet notwithftanding this flaming 

j Courage, this Captain fcarce ever popp'd his Head 

above the Netting, which was well cranim'd witli 

Hammocks, to keep off the Effects of fiiiall Arms : 

: But this Care and Circumfpedtiop was not perfonal, 

I it arofe from the Attention be had for his Mijcft^^'a 

I. Service. ** For, damnie, Gentlemen, fays h^, whea 

- " *• aCo:n~ 
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** a Comtnander is dead. Things very often tatc a 
I' wrong Turn, and go extremely ill ; otherwife what 
** is Life, by — — ,not worth a Can of Flip, but for 
" the Service of our Country/* 

Thus by his happy Mixture of Valour and Difcre- 
tion, he had repeated Times preferved his Majefty's 
Ship and Subjcfts, a Virtue to be valued above alt 
the little Honours, which are to be gotten by tearing 
oi^e another to Pieces, and which the Romans rewarded 
with a Civic Crown. 

It is an old and a juft Remark, that no Man is wife 
at all Times, and indeed there were certain Moments 
when the Honourable Captain Charles Bounce^ was 
totally divefted of all that cool and fedate Courage, 
which ever attended him in Purfuit, or in Battle wit& 
any Enemy's Ship of War. 

If at any Time he efpied an Eaft er Wefi Indiamatiy 
laden with the Riches which thefe different Parts o*' 
the World produce, he was all Fire, nothing could re»- 
ftrain him: •* More Sail, damme: what are you all 
** afleep there ? Mind that you don't fire a Gun till 
** you come within Piftol-ihot of her," by this Means 
he often Fired but one Ball, and took his Prize without 
a Shot being returned on their Side. 

NdTwiTHSTAi«DiNG this Sally of Courage on fuch 
Occaiions, I know there are many Men who flily inii- 
nuate that Courage does not admit of fuch Mixture, 
and affert that fuch Men as the Honourable Captain 
Charles Bounce are of no Value, like Sherbet not worth 
drinking, becauie it wants Spirit. 

Met H INKS however, the juft Diftindlion and Cha- 
rafteriftics oi Courage, have never been truly delf- 
neated , Men in general conceiving it t# be like the 
Spirit of the EngHJb Maiftiff, or Game-cock, which 
is ready to engage at all Times, and die rather than 
run away. 

This I think may be properly enough decided to 
the Charadter of Courage in Brmes, but in Man, a 
leafonableX^reature, I humbly prefume it is fometimes 
of a different Nature, and may admit of much Variety ; 
for the fake of which Variety alfo, we conclude this 
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Chapter, and beflow a feparate one on the noble Vir- 
tue of Courage. 



CHAP. V. 

A Dtfftrtation on Courage in fuite a fte*w IVay^ ivhicb 
tjtfe hope 'will pro<ve fatiifa&ory to many, a nuarlikt 
Outfide in this Kingdom. 

IT is a Remark as old as the Day;s ofSolamon^ that 
there is nothing New under the Sun ; this Obferva- 
tion many wife Men who have no other Title to the 
AppeMation, than that like the Monarch of the Jfraelites 
they have h'vcd a Life of Vanity, have frequently re- 
peated in our Times, expefting the fame Opinion was 
ftill equally founded in Truth. 

Indeed a certain Set of Literariflimi, the Book{ellers, 
have long been of that Opinion with refpedl to literary 
Produftions ) for which Reafon they have employed 
many a voluminous Writer, to collect Scraps from the 
Works of other Meit, which being tacked together 
and compiled into a new Title, like Rags gathered by- 
old Women and then beaten up intb Paper, forms a 
aew Manufafture. 

These Gentlemen tell us that all they want is a 
florid Stile, that runs tripping off the Tongue light 
and eafy, like a Race Horfe carrying a Feather, or 
that of the »•♦**, not quite fo much encumbered 
with Thought. 

Now one would be led to imagine, that th>)fe Men, 
like all others, fliould be the beft Judges of their fe- 
veral Callings, and the Wares they fell ; this indeed , 
many great People are of Opinion is true alfo, for 
which Reafon when a new Work is advertifed, the 
Male and Female Ladies confult only the Perfon for 
whom it is printed, which if it appear not to be for 
Mr. * • * « they immediately conclude it cannot be 
worth the Reading, and if it be for him, without 
reading it, that it is a moil excellent Performance, and 
worth peculiar Attention ; and yet we have known the 
World more than once deceived, by this outward <infl 
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vifible Sign of inward and fpiritual Grace, particulajrlj 
in the Works which that Gentleman has favoured th^ 
World with from his own Hand. 

This Affertion of nothing being new under the 
Sun,' we conceive therefore, with ail due Submiilion 
to the wifeftMen, tho' it might be true at his Time, 
may be falfe at prefent j and that tho' he pronounced 
there was nothing new then, he never intended to 
mean that there never would be hereafter; therefore 
being thus gotten fhut of Solomon, we thmk ourfelves 
free from all Imputation of Arrogance, if we dare to 
differ from the more modern Sages, who have prefumed 
to pronounce the fame Aflertion. 

For Example, if Solomon the wifeft of Men were 
now living, wouki not he allow that the Marriage A6k 
was a new way of propagating Virtue, defending In- 
nocence, and fuppor ting the Charafter of Religion, by 
favouring fo particularly thofe who manifeft the Holy 
Things ? 

That to keep a People without the Knowledge of 
Arms, was a New and mofl: Excellent Method of de- 
fending their Country, from the Invafion of thofe who 
are trained to the Ufe of them. 

That Bribery and Ccrruption wer? new and un- 
common moral Inflitutes, and Perjury fully permitted 
once in feven Years ; like bleeding and purging in the 
Spring, a new and moil excellent Way of carrying 
oif all the Ill-humours, which might othcrwife come 
on during the remaining Time, from that vitious Drf- 
pofition in Man. 

These and many other Things of the like Nature, 
we prefume that Solomon himfelf, were he to revifiY 
this Ifland, would allow at lea ft to be a new way of 
defending the Property^ and encouraging the Morality 
of a People. 

However, if he did not (which indeed we Ihould 
not b^ forry for) we ihould then take him into our 
Arms as Hercules did Antaeus^ and giving him a Cornijb 
Hug, fqueeze him to a Confeffion of the Truth, or 
unfolomonife him to fuperior Wirdom; however, ^o 
wave all this Preface, we profefs to offer fomething 
New on the Nature of Courage, which tho' it is.as 

good 
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good as old Gold, weprefume alfo, has never been yet 
coined for the Subjects of any Country. 

Courage thert has been defined hy j^lhumazar^ a 
very old Arabian Writer in Phyiic (whofe Works are 
loft to the great Affli^ion of thofe who admire Anti- 
quity more than Ufe) to be a Fever ; in this we agree 
with this Sage of the dry Defarts of Arabia ; but then 
the Moderns who have not truly ftudied the Language ,^ 
liave been led into a Miftake in the Meaning of this 
Arabic Philofopher, and conceived it to be a Caufus 
or continual burning Fever» in this we dilagree from 
theie modern wife Men. 

Here wc might indeed have a very favourableOppor- 
tunity of ihewing our great Skill in the OrientalTongues,. 
and tho' perhaps cme in a Million might difagree fronr 
all we fhould fay upon it, yet we* are not under the 
leaft Apprehenfion of not finding Applanfe from all 
the reft ; which is as much as any realbnabte Man 
ought to expeft in any literary Performance. 

This Inclination of declining tp gain Fame in this 
Inftance, we wifh to have imputed to our Modefty ; 
j^t when we thus deliver our Sentiments, we do not 
fay that Courage is never feen under the State of a 
continual and ardent Fever : We preiume, that it 
fometimes and not unfrequently, is an irregular Inter- 
mittent, as well as refembling many other Species of 
Fevers; or rather that Courage, like the Human 
Body, is fubjed to various Difeales and Indifpoiicfons. 

That it is fubjefted to an Intermit tency, we Mxtq 
no other Proof than that of Experience void of Theory : 
-whoever has had the fuperior Happinefs of being in- 
timate with that laudable Society of this great Metro- 
polis, the Bucks^ muft have heard i^ univerfally aiTerted 
by tfaefe Blades, that they have been as brave as Her- 
cules y and as ready to combat a Giant on a Monday ^ 
when no one happened to be in the Way to oppofe their 
Courage ; which very identical and valorous young 
Gentlemen were as timid as Hares the next Day, when 
they had an Opportunity of (hewing their Prowefs, a- 
gainft (bme one who would have oppofed them. 

This Difference it is vifible to all could arife from 
nothing but the cold Fit prevailing at that Time ; 

which'

which I think is a plain Proof, thatCourage is fometimes 
like an intermittent Fever, that the Soul as well as tbe 
Body, the Pailions like the Humours, are fubjedt to the 
Influence of thofe Particles which can abate the vital 
Heat ; and indeed the fame Symptoms accompany one 
which are found in the other, Palenefs and great 
Tremblings, and on fome certain Occadons a fuddei^ 
Diarrhaea. 

This Obfervation we do not pretend to (ay, has 
never been hitherto difcovered, all we mean by it is 
to juftify thefe young Gentlemen from the Imputati- 
on of Cowardice who refiife fighting on a ^uifdajy 
becaufe they affert their Fighting-day vfzs the Mon Jay 
preceding ; befides, this Species of Courage, or Difeafe, 
to which it is fubje^, there is, we conceive^ another 
entirely local, not in the vulgar Senfe of every Cock's 
fighting on his own Dunghill ; but in this Manner 
as Difeafes are common to particular Places, fuch as 
Agues to the Fens of Effex^ Calentures to the Sea, 
the Plague to E^ypt^ and the Itch to Scotland, that in 
this Way alfo, there are particular Spots which afife^ 
fome Minds with Courage more than others, and are, 
as one may fay, more Conflitutional to them. 

To inftance in this Honourable Captain Cbarlep 
Bounce, whp! he was at Home no Man was more in* 
difcreet and fiery in his Valour in all his naval Engage- 
ments, which he fought over again upon Land to amu^fe 
his Friends ; the Ships were almoft within Piftol-fhot 
of each other, you might fiing a Bifcuit-cake on board, 
or Yard-arm and Yard-arm ; his Ship after the En- 
gagement was fliattered like a Wreck, every Maft car- 
ried by t^e Board but the Mizen, more thsm halt the 
Crew was killed aqd thrown over Board, and the £- 
nemy's Ship faved only becaufe he could not purfue it, 
by not being able to fpread an Inch of Canvafs. 

H£NC£ it plainly appears, that this noble Comman- 
der's Courage, was as great as any Man's in its confti- 
tutional Place, and I here boldly affirm, jiotwithdand- 
ing what others may believe, that if two Men of War 
could be fought upon dry Land, that Captain Bounced 
Courage had been as exemplary, and (hone forth with 
as much Fury, as that of any naval Oificer on the Lift j 

indeed 
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indeed this Gentleman was very unhappy in another 
Inftance of Locality of Courage, his Mind in this re- 
fpeft feemed to have taken an uglyTwift; it was re- 
xiiarkable that on board hb own Ship at Sea, his Valour 
was extremely great in fingle Combats upon Land ; 
he fcarce paft a Day but he run Tome one through the 
Body, in the Narratives he gav£ to his Lieutenant^ o-f 
his Rencounters, and yet on coming on Shore, the 
Effluvia of the Earth had aftrange EfFedtonhim, quite 
contrary to that in the Scurvy ; it brought on fuch a 
Dejedioa of Land and Elevation of Sea-courage, that 
the Captain would ftand a Twig by the Nofe on Shore, 
and not (eem to be fenfible of it ; and from this unlucky 
Accident in Conftitution it was the whole Difference 
rofe, and no want of Valour in any other Shape; for 
I firmly believe, that if Duels on the Land could have 
been fought at Sea, and naval Engagements on Shore, 
that there had not beea a braver Man in the King's 
Armies. 

If there fhould however, fcem any Impropriety m this 
Species of Valour, it muft be obferved, that it was by n<i 
Means the Fault of the Honourable Captain Charles 
Bounce, nor to be imputed to him, he neither having 
had the making himfetf, or any other Matters in this 
World, and therefore could not be anfwerable fox the 
Effeds of natural Caufes, and the Difference which 
fome People remarked he was fubjeft to in changing 
Sea for Land, and the contrary. This then is plainly 
a D]feafe,arifing fome way or other from the ditferent 
Effeds of terreurial and aqueous Particles on theTame 
Courage. 

However, left malicious Minds fhould f^ill infift 
upon this Species of Courage to be more than Cowar- 
dice, we fhalkake the Liberty to pjQve in one Inftance, 
that this Honourable Captain Bounce both • at Sea and 
on Shore, without the leaft Mark of Fear, continued to 
challenge and defy the greateft of all Beings, by BlaC- 
phemy and other provoking Words, to attack hinij 
which fingle Inftance we humbly conceive, is fuiHcient 
to prove that he was a Man of real and undoubted 
Courage; the great Powers of th^t Being which we 
provoke againft us, being always a Demonftration gf 

th« 
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the Bravery of the Aggreflbr ; and in this Place, and 
from this Argument, to the Honour of our Countrymen 
we firmly aver, that no Nation can fliew Co many truly 
intrepid Sons of Valour, as Great Britain, 

This then we hope will be a Vindication of all local 
Courage, from every future Imputation of PufiUani- 
mity; and Honour to our Country. Befides this local, 
there is yet another Species of Valour, which, as far 
as we have found in our reading, is not ytt mentioned 
in any Author ancient or modern ; it is the BfFe^s 
which particular Objects are liable to have on the 
Minds of fome very valorous Men. There are Men 
who would have combated the whole Roman Amphi- 
theatre of Gladiators and wild Beads, and never manx<* 
fefted the leaft Token of Difmay, who fweat with 
Fear at the Smell of aCat ; fome again ar« frightened 
to Death at an old Woman in a white Sheet ; oehere 
faint away at the cutting a Leg of Mutton a-crofi $ 
nay, a certain intrepid Buck who had an Antipathy to 
a. Cat, gave me his Word of Honour, that in a Duel 
which he fought, he never could bring himfelf withia 
Reach' of his Adverfary's Sword, that he tremUed, 
^ew palci retired as^ the. other advanced $ tbftt- alt 
tka was inexplicable to him till after he- had begged 
Iris Life^ without being wounded, he perceived that his 
Antagonift, knowing his particular Avevfion, had pi;^ 
a Cat^fltin Mu^ in bis locket, which. had been the 
Occafion of all this puiiHaniraous Appearance and 
Retreat ; " and damme," fays he, ** if I can bring 
** any of my Acquaintance to believe me in this Story, 
** and my Courage has fuffered fome Slander on this 
** Account ever fince." • 

Therb are befides this Phaeaomenon, many other 
very extraordinary Appearances in the Exhibition of 
Courage. How many Men can bear the moft intimate 
Acquaintance with a Thing, and rejoice in its Company 
in one Shape, who cannot iuffer it in another ? I have 
feen an effenced Beau hang on an elegant hilted Sword, 
wrapt fnugly up in a Brown-leather ' Cafe, with the 
greateft Joy of Heart and felf-fatisfa6lion, and yet on 
the drawing it, fo *that the Effluvia efcaping from the 
cold Iron could hit his Organs ofVifion, be has falleja 
i , into 
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int<) the greateft Marks of Fear, and was never at Eafe 
till it was returned to its Scabbard, when he immedi- 
ately recovered: This was a Symptom which attended 
the Courage of James the firft of England in a verjr 
particular Manner, even when there was no Caufe of 
Qixarrel or Oppotition. 

There jire other Species of Courage which will 
make a Man ftand the Attacks of Death in jf Cudgel, 
and defy its Terrors as cool as CaH^ and yet fly like 
Wild-gccfe at the fmeli of Powder j fuch are the 
EfFeds of various Effluvia. 

There are befides tfaofe EiFe^s of different Effluvia 
upon Courage, which we have already mentioned, fe- 
Yerai of quite another Kind ; fome are affe^ed by Iron 
^v\y in the Hands of other People, and not at all in« 
timidated by preserving it in their own^ provided their 
AolAgoniil haveitnot. 

An«d here» according to the modern Ufage of phy- 
fical Writers, after having defcribed our Dileafes, we 
chufe to add a Hiftory by Way of Illuftration \ fo 
thut theie Whofe Perceptions cannot rife high enough 
t^ture upoa Pf indple and Theory, may learn to bll 
bfEtaa^le and Precedent, as Boys learn' to weave, 
o^ drWe a Cart, by long ObferTfttfons of Weavers and 
Waggonefs. 

A- CERTAIN young Gentleman whofe Name was 
^twtj^r, the eldeil Soj* of a noble Family, aged twenty^ 
tkree, being is Company with another of much the 
fame Ag#i was fuddenly fetzed with a Belief that he 
W received an Infult from his Companion ; upon 
which having his Sword, whereas the other had none, 
he^drew it and with great Symptoms of Ardency and 
Burning, high Pulfe, red Countenance, and inflamed 
Eyes, would have run him thro' the Body, if he had 
not been prevented by fome intervening- Perfons ; the 
ttcxt Day the faid young Gentleman who had thus 
burniagly and bravely determined to maifacre the other, 
was as fuddenly feized with Cold, Palenefs and Trem- 
Wng, his Pulfe fcarce moved, and his Water ran from 
feim iBvoiuntarily, which Phyficians have always re*- 
mrked as one of the moft dangerous of all Symptoms 
^ Difcafes ; j^ll this Alteration arofe from nothing

ticles of Ircn arc repugnant to bis Conftitution, and 
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aft by Repelling ; or the fmell of Gun-powder, like 
Muik to a fine Lady, throwing him into fainting Fits. 
In all thefe Inftances, it is the Conftitution ought 
to be blamed, and not the Hero ; If the Anima^ 
Arcbausy or fentient Principle cannot be ftimulated to 
AdUon, but on the contrary, like Crows it flies from 
the Scent of Powder, how can the Blame be laid to 
the want of Courage, when it plainly appears to fpring 
from Caufes purely phyfical ? 

Thus having wafted much Time, Study, Paper 
I and Ink, we hope not altogether ufelefsly, to juftify 
many a clever young Fellow in the Nature of his Va- 
lour, and the Government in not difcharging them the 
Service ; we promife ourfelves fome Applaufe from 
thefe very Gentlemen, who without doubt will re- 
I cclve, with no difpleafing Afpe£t, a Philofophy which 
i proves, that what has hitherto thro' miftaken Notions 
i in the Knowledge of Nature been denominated Cow- 
J ardiire, is no more than certain Effluvia which afFe6l 
the Soul in this Cafe, as others do the Body ; and 
'that Trembling, Coldnefs, and other Symptoms con- 
fequent of thefe Particles, are as much natural Effe£ts 
in the Human Courage, as on the Body, and perhaps 
may be truly ftiled ft Fever on the Spirits. It js there- 
fore permitted to thefe faid clever young Gentlemen, 
to Cite this Work in all Companies, m Truth of . 
what is here laid down. And we farther promife, 
I that we fhall at all Times be ready to draw our Pen, 
^ and fpill the laft Drop of our Blood in Defence of 
this Account. 

Thus having fettled this Nfatter with great Satif- 
fadion to ourfelves, and, we prefume, with no lefs to 
' flo fmall Part of our Male Readers, we haften on to 
other Parts of this true and interefting Hiftory.

ne Defcription df Phelim Macvalor» Jirft Lieutenant 
of the ^ * * an J Mr, Probit, the fecund; their dif- 
ferent Difpojsthns^ together luitb the Defcription of 
Parfon Pugh the Welch Chaplain, and Sandy Mac- 
pherfon the Scotch Surgeon ; the like of ivhicb four 
are not to be found in any other Hijiory, 

BESIDES this Captain defcended of noble Bloodv 
there was his firft Lieutenant of Forty-five, an 
Irijbman, who Five-and-twenty Years before had 
been made a Lieutenant by his old Commander at 
Sea, for difcovering and exerting as much Courage, 
as ever had fallen to the Share of any one Man. 

Indeed he wanted a few Qualifications which are 
more neceifary than Knowledge in his Profeflion and 
Courage, to promote a Man in the Fleets and Armies 
of Great-Britain. 

It was not Honefty, for he was Probity itfelf ; it 
was not Courage nor Humanity, for he never turned 
his Back on Friend or Fpe, having never fought in 
any Engagement where he did not conquer ; and he- 
had mortgaged his Commiffion and Half pay a whole 
Year, to relieve a Friend from a Jail, though he had 
a Wife and four Children who had no other Provifion 
to live on : In iliort it was not a Deficiency in any of 
thcfe Virtues which are to be found in moral Writers, 
but of thofe more modern ones which are Inmates of 
a Minifter's Heart, and have expelled the reft from 
Human Society. 

. It feems this odd Fellow had an utter Averfion to 
an Informer, and contemned alike the Giver and Re- 
ceiver of Bribes ; he bad perfuaded his Father to vote 
for the Country Intereft, in chufing a Reprefentative 
for a Town in his Country ; and fwore he would ra- 
ther go to the Bottom, than Old Ireland ihould fink 
an Inch under Water, or be deferted by his Family : 
And fbr this antiquated Notion of his he would have 
been difmiffed the Service, but that the Honourable 
Captain Charles Bounce, knowing that Lieutcnairt

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Mic Valor* z Courage was not of the focal Kind, had 
by his own Intereft preferved him his Comraiffion ; in 
fhort, this Man had nothing againft him, but prefer- 
ring his Country to miniilerial Views, and nothing in 
his Favour but underdanding his Profeflion as well 
as the beft Officer in this or any other Nation, Good- • 
nature, great Courage, and Underftanding j which 
Qualifications in Oppofftion to the firft, have but little 
>\ eight ; indeed there was one more» that additional 
one of fometimcs ufing a favourite Figure of his owa 
Nation: fuch were the Excellencies of Lieutenant 
Pbelim Mac Valor, 

Besides this Gentleman, the fecond Lieutenant 
was the Son of a Gentleman of a noble Family, whole 
Father (a fecond Brother) had fpent his Fortune in 
Gaiety, and whofe Uncle who had but one Son pof- 
fefled the Title and the paternal Eftate, which was 
very confiderable ; he was affable and modeft, neither 
feared Danger nor couried it, he never vaunted of 
his Courage or fought a Quarrel, gave or refufed a 
Challenge ; was of a genteel. Figure and amiable Pre- 
sence ; his Under (landings though not that of a Genius, 
was of the firft Degree of the fecond Rate j befides 
this he was a good School- fcholar ; he was the Fa- 
vourite of Lieutenant Mac Valor ^ and not much be- 
loved by the Captain : It feems that noble Commander 
had a fraall Sufpicion that Lieutenant Prohit bad pe- 
netrated the true State of his Mind^. and that he did 
not believe him abfolutely that Hero which he wiihed 
to be thought by every one of the Ship's Crew. 

To thefe Gentlemen there is to be added a very 
refpedlable Perfon, who was no lefs than Chaplain oi^ 
board the ****•*. He was defcended of a Line 
of Gentlemen, whofe Title to that Honour no one 
has ever dared to difpute : His true Name was Darvid 
ap Httghy running backw^ds in aps for a thoufand 
Generations, now commonly czW^d David Pugh. This 
Divine was a Man of very exemplary Life and Con- 
verfation :- He had taken his Rudiments in Literature 
on a certain Mountain in Brecknock/bircy which, tho* 
the Parnajfus of tha^t Country, was not fo much fre- 
quented as the Grecian^ and therefiore Mr. Da<vid 

Pugh 
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Pugh had the whole Hill to himfelf, excepting the 
Goats, who loved to brow«e thereon. 

In his early Youth he was a great Lover of Learn- 
ing, and either \at fourteen or fifteen Years old, we 
will not be too pofitive in fuch material Circumftances, 
by dint of great Application, had attained the great 
Art of reading a Chapter in the Bible without fpelling 
the Words before Hand j which being the firft Inftance 
of Reading in this ancient Family, and looked upon as 
a very fmgular Phaenomenon by his Parents in this 
Country, his Father and Grandfather, and Mother 
and Grandinother, and all his Relations, were refolved 
he fliould be brought up in the Service of the Church. 

Now, in this Part of the World, a Univerfity Eklu- 
cation is by no Means neceflary for thofe who are defti- 
ned to holy Orders : It feems there is a medium Kind 
of Creature, known only to this Country, between a 
Divine and Layman, fomething like a Mule amongft 
Animals, which is diftinguiflied by the Name of Parfon, 
with this Difference, that the latter propagate their 
Species, and the former not. 

Mr. Da<vid Pugh was of this Kind ; and had been 
introduced into the Miniftry of Holy Things, by the 
Biihop of St, Da^idsy who once a Year, at his Palace 
at Mcrguillyy fets up a Manufaflory of this Kind of 
middle Beings. 

The Requifites neceflary for the AdmifHon of fuch 
Men into Holy Orders, are only a good Knowledge in 
the old Britijb Language, and to read Englijb j but to 
do Juftice to Parfon Da'vid Pugby he was a much 
deeper Scholar than is uAially found amongft the Order 
of Parfons, and had beiides thofe two, a very pretty. 
Knowledge of Liliys Accidence, and could write a 
legible Hand. 

His firft Preferment in his Profefllon was a Curacy 
of five Churches, fordoing the Duty of^which, he 
received from his Reftor the Sum of ten" Pounds a 
' Year ; but as the Parfon had upon this Encouragement 
prefumed too much, married a young Wife, and got- 
ten fix Children, this Sum, which tho* it might have 
been a very genteel Support for a Gentlenmn and his 
Lady, was rather too fcanty for the Addition of fix 

Children-; 
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Children $ he had therefore added fome other Studies 
and Occupations to that of Divinity and Preachine } 
and thus by Dint of playing the H^elcb Harp at the 
Wedding of thofe Couples in the Evening, which he 
had married in the Morning, felling a Cup of good 
Ale to his Parishioners, and keeping a School, he had 
procured a very coniiderable Income, being not lefs, 
in the whole taken together, than that of twenty-five 
Pounds a Year. 

In the Village where this Parfon had made his 
Abode, there dwelt two Gentlemen of very different 
Difpoiitions and Defigns, the Juftice of Peace and 
the Excifeman. 

Thomas Jones^ Efq; was the Name of the firft, and 
John Popkins the Name of the fecond. 

Thb Squire, tho* a Juftice of the Peace, and had 
taken the Oaths of Allegiance to the Kin^ upon the 
Throne, had ftill a fmall Inclination remaimng for the 
Stuarts i and the Excifeman was a mofl flaunch Whig, 
for the fame Reafon that there are fo many in England^

Now thefc two Gentlemen, like two great Fami- 
lies in a County, bein^ of different Opinions, were 
great Rivab, and divided the whole Village. The 
Parfon being extremely Orthodox, inclined in Prin- 
ciple to the Juftice, but as a Seller of Ale, he was 
obliged to fttfle that Propenfity before the Excifeman ;

that of the Pretender with the Juflice, and thus feem- 
ed alike inclined to each Party. 

From this Situation, it happen'd that Ale and In- 
t^reft pulling one way, Conlcience and Principle the 
other, the Parfon was held fo equally in Sufpence,

be prefent ; this had begotten a kind of Servility in 
his Behaviour, not a little improved by his fix Daysr 
Occupation of drawing Ale alfo.

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Niece, being a waiting Woman at my Lad/ M ■■ » 
and a great Favourite of my Lord's alfo, which laft 
Intereft (he moilly relied on, had obtained the great 
Poft of Chaplain of a Man of War for Farfon Da^id- 
Tugh. This then had placed the Parfon in the happy 
Situation which we have defcribed, as Chaplain on 
board the •♦♦• ♦. 

There remains at prefcnt of the Crew no more^ 
than one, whom we conceive to be worth our No- • 
tice, and this was Sandy Maepherfin^ who had been 
a Pounder in an Apothecary's Shop, at the great 
School of Phyfic in Edinhurghy where in two Years 
lie had attained a very competent Knowledge in Phar- 
macy and Surgery, 

This Gentleman, having ftrong Recommendation 
to the Duke of ♦ ♦ * * ♦, tho' he was fomewhat de- 
£cient in the Queftions which were afked him at 
^urge9n'sHalI, was yet pafs'd as accompliflied by the Ex- 
aminers who pr^iided, influenced not a little thereto by 
fome Hints received from a certain Quarter ; he was 
therefore appointed Surgeon of the ♦ • * • » 

Besides this Recommendation, he had a Perfeve- 
rance not eafily attained by thofe who ftudy South of 
the Tweed; and indeed, by difguifmg what he did 
not know, in citing the Names of Autl^ors he had 
never read» and making the mo A: of what he did 
know, with a certain Shrewdnefs of Behaviour, pretty 
natural to the North, he *was not a little eiieemed, 
by thofe who had never ftudied the Prof<E;flion, as a 
mod confummate Surgeon. His particular Ambition 
'was that of writing a Treatife on the Nature of Gun-

^r two Elbows,' like a Lady on an arm*d Chair. 

Her Wafte was round and found, fix Times, as 
fcbftantial as Peg Weffinzton\ and much flxortcr ; 
D 3 hec 
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her lovely Bofoxn refembled two half-blown Bags of a 
Sc§tch Bag-pipe in Size, and like thofe Machines buns 
in their proper Place under her Arms, when ibe had 
HO Stays on ; however with the Addition of this 
Whalebone Conveniency, they were reftored to their 
true Situation, and look'd like two Kettle-drums ftrut- 
ting before the Shoulders of not a very white Horfe. 

From her broad Shoulders hun^ two Arms, to 
which were faflened two Hands, which we very much 
regret were not known in the Times of Homer ; if 
they had, we are convinced that great Poet, fo hap* 
py in his Images, would not have fo fneakingly de- 
fcribed the Morning by the r«fy-fingered, but the rofy- 
fifted Aurora ; fo liberal had Nature been in pouring 
out her Charms on this Female.

-Scripture^SiBntences and the IS^me of the Lord, her . 
Heaft wtdrHypocrify and Mifcldefy and her Head 
to contriye Mie Afypearances. 

F ROM this we may Ruefs, that tho^ ihe had iftvtr 
been extremely handtome, yet being now Fgrty, 
ihe began to be given over by her Friends, as one 
not limy to improve much in her Perfon; but as 
Heaven haa wonderful Ways of making up Deficien- 
cieSf ihe was allowed by all to hav« been amply re- 
warded with God's Grace, which all the Women^ 
pfleafed with being handfome^ agreed v^as much to be 
preferred to Beauty. 

Y£T, ala^! fuch is the frail Difpofition of Man^ 
that there is fcarce one in a Million, who would not 
prefer the Perfon of the Duchefs of * * ♦ * *, to all 
the Piety of all the Saints, inclofed in one ugly old 
Maid ; and fuch is the Difpofition of Women alfo^ 
. that not one in ten T!incs that Number, but would 
chufe Beauty onx'd with fmali Frailties^ in this World» 
©4 before 
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before Uglineft, with Happtnefs in Reverfion in tie 
other. 

Whether Mrs. RMcbatl Stijfrump was an Excep- 
tion to this Remark, we ihall not decide ; we (hall 
only obferve, that tho* this Virgin had never been the 
Caufe of Deiire in the Breaft of another, yet that 
her own was not without ftrong Senfations of that 
Nature ; for tho' Uetinefs in a Female may be allow- 
ed to be fome Realon for a Man's witholdine from

** following Story happened in the Neighbourhood ; 
** it appeared Angular to every one, and therefore I

fays he to the young Lady, " k will prove no difagree- 
" able Entertainment. This Mifs Lydia approved of 
by a Smile of Innocence and Truth, in which the falfc 
Politenefs of the World had no hypocritic Influ* 
ence.

** inexplicably to ourownOiFspring ; thole Yearnings 
" which difquiet us with Anxiety, for every the mi- 
" nuteftThing relating to its Welfare, and which only 
** fpring from this Source^ the Obje^ being defcended 
** from ourfelves. 

• " Grati- 
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** Gratitude indeed fliould have influenced them 
** to a different Behaviour, in return for the exalted 
** Situationand Advantage jn which ihey faw their own 
** Child placed ; but I am apprehenfive, that divine 
*' Requital never fprings from the Reafonablenefs of 
" the Thing, though the Appearance and Hypocrify 
** of it may; 'tis a rrincipal innate, like all our other 
** Difpofitions of the Soul ; it arifes from a fofter 
" Texture of Heart, and is in Fa6t an internal Senfe 
" which does not enter into the Compofitioh of every 
" Human Being; and whenever this Senfe is deficient, 
" there no Benefit conferred, however meritorious in 
" itfelf, can make any Impreflion on the Mind of the 
" Receiver. 

'* Thus it happened in th^ Formation of this Man 
'* and Woman, they were pleafed to lofe all Care of

" She always wept over her at parting, kiffed her, 
•* took Leave, then inftanely returned to embrace 
** and fee bcr once more before fhe left the Houfe, 
** and at laft quitted her with great Regret, and never 
" enjoyed Tranquillity but in her Company. This 
** Behaviour was attributed by Mohfieur and Madame 
** /k Carte, to the uncommon AfFetflion ; which this 
** Wonian had conceived for their Child, and pro- 
" duced great Acknowledgments on their Part in 
** return. 

, " There was no where to be feen a finer or a 
** fonder" Couple, than Monfieur and Madame de

" At the laft Jubilee at Rennes, when all Catho-

** theNurfe, touched with Compaflion by the heinous

" when it could only doMifchief, difclofes the whole

** But who fliall exprefs the Condition in which

** Rage ; Grief for a Daughter tho' living, loft to 
*' |[hem for ever within the relentlefs Walls of aMo-

**- but little in conftraining the violent Agitations 
" which our Souls undergo in all fudden Traniitions

** In vain he urged to her that Virtue alone was 
'* true Nobility ; that all our Actions and our Merit 
** muft fpring from that Source to be efteemed ; and 
** that the Regard paid to Blood was an Idolatry the 
** worft founded of all others whatfoever ; and laftly, 
" that the Reflexions of a malicious and fatyric 
** Wot Id fliould never Influencje his Heart or Behavi- 
" our. 

*^ But he urged in vain, no Reafon could make the 
" leaft Impreffion on her Reiblutions ; Ihe plainly 
•* forefaw how different her Reception muft be here- 
*' after, wherever flie appeared ; and tho' her Soul 
** had as much Philofophy in it as any of her Sex, 
** yet flie dreaded the continual Pangs of Calumny

** the former Part of her Life. .She thanked him with

<* Ihe muft bring upon him, from theMeannefs of her 
** Birth J ihe urged to him how unreafonable it was,- 
•* that his Family (hould fuffer in the Difappointment 
" of her fuppofed Fortune, and in her Difgrace ; an<l 
" then (hewing to him that the frigid Eye of Indif- 
** fercncewas all (he could expeftfrom his Relations, 
** and with that (he muft b^ ever unhappy, he was ac 
" laft prevailed upon by her Entreaties, joined with 

*' thofe 
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** thofe of his Father and Familv, to fue for a Divorce 
*' before the Parliament of Rennes. She determined 
" to feparate from him immediately ; but who can 
" exprefs that Affliftion which each of them felt at the 
" Innant, when prefenting him the only Fruit of 
" their Marriage-bed, flic faid go to thy Father'* 
*' Arms, and prove a Life of greater Happinefs than 
*• mine ! Then choaW with Tears, each parted 
'* fpeechlefs from the other. 

•* What frantic Adtions did not this pporunhappj

** to live for her alone, (ince her Mother was denied 
" him, and then determined to reclaim the dear Part- 
**^ ner of his Soul, in fpite of all the Reprefentationt 
" of Friends and Parents. 

%•* The Lady retired to the Houfeof her Mother, 
** whom fhe never once upbraided for the firft Deceit 
** nor laft Difcovery j but manifefting great Afflidiou 
** for the Lofs of Mademoifelle di Carte to her unhappy 
" Parents j (he determined to pafs the Remains of Life 
" within the calm and folitary Cloifter ; to find that 
** Tranquillity and Joy in the Arms of Religion, which 
** were denied her in thofe of her Hufband i and to* 
" fly chat World, which after having promifed th/e 
" greateft Appearance of Happinefs, had defertedher 
" Expedlationsfo fuddenlyandunmerited^ 

" During this Time Moniieur and Madame de 
" Carie recovering a little from the firft Tranfports of 
'* their Paflions, exprefTed great Inclination to fee their 
** real Child, which had taken the Veil upon her r 
" This fingle Incident produced what all the Perfua- 
" fion and Wlfdom of Mankind would never hav« 
" efFcdled without it. 

** It feems the Fracture had been but badly treated, 
'* and the young Lady being lame, that Lamenefs 
'* had created a Diftortion in her Shape, nor wat^ 
" her Phyfiognomy of the moft captivating kind ; her 
" Parents, like all other Parents, had never conceived 
" ihe could be lefs amiable than thj? Lady they had 
*' abandoned ; they had imagined to themfelves, ajil 
" the Charms that Poets ever fung, or Painters ever ^ T 
E 3 ** cxpreifed. 
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•* exprcfled, unrted in thq Perfon of thfs Dang{^ter j 
** external Grace and Beauty, internally adorned with 
*' fuperior Underftanding, (weet Difpofitioa and e»- 
** quifite Senfibility ; in faft all that Exaggeration af 
** Charms, which is natural to the Mind of Man to 
" beftow on that which i? loft or denied them. . 

*• But howfudden was the Change which this Man 
** and Woman proved in their Breaft«, at the firft 
*^ Sight of this Female (b imperfect, compared jto their 
** former imagined Daughter. 

** Pride got the better of all parental Prejudice 
** and Pallion ; they difciained to be the Authors of 
** fuch a mifcapen Offspring, and their Minds, re- 
" pulfed by this Deformity of their own Child, im- 
" proved by the Return of their former Affedliona for 
** Madame de Chateau Charon, revibrated towards the 
" firft Obje^ of their Love, with a Force proportioned 
** to that with which they had been driven the coi>- 
** trary Way. 

** They infifted that the Nurfe was a Deceiver 
** only in the laft Confeflion ; that Madame iie Chateau 
** Charon was their Child ; that they would defend 
" her Marriage againft every intended Divorce, her 
** Birth againft all Attacks of Infamy, and that thetr

** bore her, he faid, his Eyes fhining with Tears of 
'^ Joy» return again to that Bofqm from which I have 
" long feared thou mult have been for ever divided ; 
** learn of the bcft of Parents to become the beft of 
E 4 ** Women: 
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*' Women : Then kiffing the weeping Mother, their 
•* Hearts felt a Sercniij and Joy which they had long

taints Defigns. 

Tb£ Afternoon . advancing on, the Comaany was 
fumaoned to' attend the Captain's Storjt waich was 
begun and ^nded. in the following Manner.

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At thcfc words, the Captain fworc that he would 
not utter an indecent Word, and conrinued, * welt

Here Prohit trenijbted like the Needle in a Com- 
pafs when 'tis fhaken, pointing ftill to Mifs LjJia ; 
when fhe defired the Captain to defift from his Account, 
for that fte had heard Love-ftories enough : At the fanic 
time, a Sailor cried, • a Sail ;' and as it came nearef • 
they faw a French Enfign; this ftopt the Converfatioa 
€ffe^aHy. ^ 

Ul»oN this, theCapuin hoifted the Engji/b 'Enfign^ 
and expe^ed the French ^ould pay them the Compir- 
nient of the Flag, as is ufual in Times of Peace j each 
Ship was of the fame Size, carrying fix tj Guns. 

Being difappointed in this Expedation, the Captain 
was for continuing his Courfej vrhen Mac Fahr (wore 
by God he would die, or fupport the Honour of Eng-- 
land I Probit faid the fame, forgetting one Minute his 
lovely Lydic^t Affright and Danger.

* DAMMEf fkys Mac f^aior^ but in my .Opinion, the 

* Honour of a Nation is the only Realbn which can be

* fight for that, will not ferve his Country, upon my 

* Snalvafhion. By Jefus, I love Money as much as 
^ another, and more too, and yet I would fee my 

* Children ftarve aliv,e, before I would refufe to do juf- 

* tice to the Honour of the Nation that gives them 
^ Bread. My Lads, ftand by me, and Til ^tch down 

* het Flag, or fall myfelf/ Which Words the Sailors 
received with a Huzza of Approbation. . 

. And here it may no t be amifs to fay, the World is ge- 
nerally miftaken in their Opinions of the Underftandmg 
of common Men. In all Regiments, the Officers true 
Chara^ers are foon underftood in the Field ; the Con* 
lempt or .Regard 16 vifible in every common Soldier, ac- 
cordmg to the true Defert of every one of them ; and 
the Executtoh of each Regiment in the Day of Battle, is 
in Proportion to the Opinions which they entertain of 
their Officers : The fame happens on board Ships of 
-War ; and not a Sailor on board the * ♦ ♦ * • ♦ be- 
liev^, falllf (hat the Honourable Captain Bounce was a 
Cowardj'-- and therefore defpiied him ; and that the 
Lieutenants were Men of Courage, and therefore 
loved them. 

Mac Fahr^ Prohit, and other Officers, being all 
preparing; to attack this French Ship, the Captain tri- 
ed another Expedient ; he took Mac Valor aude, fays 
he, ' MacMalor^ you know not what a damned Scrape

* who was fo delighted with the whiftlingof Bullets^ 

* has brought upon the M— -j ; he has iigned a 
Paper, in which> I am told, it is faid, that he has 

* been guilty of an AiTailinattott of the Frtncb iit 

* Virginia \ and fhould we kill any of tbem, we fliall 
' be confidered in the fame Light : Do yo^ imagine 

* the M y would fay that we are the Aggrefibrs, 

* if they did not intend to yield to the Frtfub^ or that

However, 
Night coming on» and the Captain diflfaading Mat 
yt3or from irritating the M*—^ — y, (who cer- 
tainly knew their Reafons for giving. fnch Orders, be 
&id} by his mad Behaviour : The Sups loft Si^t of 
each other durisg the Night. 

This was a devilifk XH&ppotntment to Mat^^$m^ 
who had been in high Sptrks about iiegindaig his Irea*^ 
tife on the Nature of Gun-fhot Wouiids, from the 
Hopes of an Engagement. 

HowBvea, durmg thta Preparation for a Battle, a 
Sailor had fkllen from the Mailfaead and broke hn 
Thigh, which the £lurgeon's Mate (a Perfon we have 
not ytt fpoken of, bred in the Country, and hadfiniih- 
ed hi^ Studies by a Year's Attendance at one of the 
Hofpitals in London) had declared mufl be amputated. 
This being the Cafe, the Doctor whofe great Skill 
lay all in his two Years pounding at £^f«^tir^/&» laid 
he was<)f the fame Opinicm; but here, alas, for the 
firft Time, it came into his Head, that he did not weH 
underftand what was to be done in this Cafej he 
therefore faid, ^ Mate, prepare the Dreffings, and as

Kindnefs perfectly well j but as Surgery and Phyfic are 
only underftood by Phyficians and ^rgeons, it ts not 
the true Merit of any one, but that which the World 
entertains of him, that giv^a a Man Bufinefs and Re* 
putation ; and as Nonfenie and medicinal Knowledge 
are equally intelligible to moft People, he of theie 
Profelllons who tdks the firft fluently, is as much cft-» 
refled, as he who knows the fecond, and talks with 
kfs Eafe ; for this Reafon it was that the Surgeon was 
foppofod a more expert Man than hts Mate. 

, Surgeon Mac^herfon being well learnt inNoftHera 
Knowledge, and havmg thus fpiiced the Fox's 7'ail to 
the little Skill he had in Surgery, faw the Mate per* 
form the Operation of amputating the Thigh extreme- 
ly well, which was the firft Macphfrfirt had ever fecn> 
and which he protelled he believed he would not have 
done better himfelf, * and the De'el tak me/ quoth 
he, * hut Jammy Englijb h the [>rattieft Surgeon I 
' have ever feen, that had not his Education at the 
* College oi Edinburgh ; and if my good Word can get 
' him a Ship, he &a na want ane long.' This Operation 
fucceedmg, the Surgeon got a great Chara^er by the 
Good-nature of permitting his Mate to perform it, 
«nd the Mate in having fimihed it fo well. And here 
we finifli this Chapter, which perhaps from being al- 
ready too- long, and one other Reafon, Surgeon Mae^ 
pherfan would be glad to amputate without the Allii^ 
tance of his Mate.

A Differtatinn up9H the Honour of old England, to th$ 
Honour of Mifs Fanny M • • ♦. 

IN all the Difficulties which attend an Hiftorian^ 
there feems to be none, as it is agreed by all Authors, 
^hich is greater than that of fteering free from Of- 
fence; People in general are extremely apt to conceive 

every 
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evciy thing to be Sadre^ which is only (impte Advice, 
•nd apply that Charadter which fits manyHundreds, 
CO feme ungle Perfon whom they do not like : Hence 
Authors are condemned in a thoufand Places, and for* 
a thoufand Things which never entered their Heads: 
In the fame manner, I doubt not but there would have 
been many Men who in the preceding Chapter, per-^ 
ceiving that I Teemed to have painted the Idea of Old 
England^ as a vifionary and vague Notion in the Head 
q£ the Honourable Captain Charles Bounce^ that would 
imagine I included in it that Honour which Titles im- 
part to Blood alfo, than which, nothing is farther from 
Biy Intention. 

Indeed we (hall venture to affirm, that we our* 
felveshave known many an Honourable Peer, descend- 
ed from a long Train of equally Honourable Anceftors, 
yrho for fomc Generations, as Hiftory delivers, have 
not entertained one Thought of the Honour of Old 
EngUnd, in their Heads. 

J This, I hope, will (ecureus from that Imputation, 
of having debaCbd the noble Blood of Britaitiy with 
Imaginations fo depreciating and vulgar, as that it 
niuft always be united with the Honour of its Country. 

W HEN we here fpeak of the Honour of Englaftd, we 
would be underftqod to mean that warm, enthufiaftic, 
and auguft Seniatloh, which every Man. feels for the 
Welfare of that Country which gave lum Breath, mixt 
with the Idea of Probity m its Proceeding, and Valour 
in its Inhabitants. 

And when we fpeak of Honour as relative to No- 
bility, we mean Titles, Ribbands, Pods, and fiich 
Things which Kings can give ; that the Honour of 
Old England is not neceflarily united with this Ho- 
nour : How many Titles, Ribbands, Stars, Garters 
and Qeorges^ in former Times, can be named, where 
It was neve? fufpedted to reiide ; and tho'all that wear 
Titles and Strings at prefent, add Honour to, and not. 
receive any from them ; yet a fingle Reign is^oot to b( 
quoted as an univerfal Proof. 

: The Fountain of Honour, then,, is twofold ; one 
which Kings can give, and another which they cannot;,^' 

That 
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Tb AT ixrhich they can impart, is confined to Blood 5 
«Bd, if we fuppofeit beftowed in the Time of E^tvant 
the ConfeflTor, it can never be effaced in Jifny fucceeding 
Generations, fribvided ' th«re be no Breach of the ife- 
«enth Commandment which intervenes ; and, asChaf-* 
tity is a Virtne that never was known to de(ert the 
Heart of a Lady of Great-Btitain in one Jnffaoce, this 
Objedion may be looked apon as nothing. 

Let us imteine that the Perfon who is crated a 
Peer of. t&is Kingdom^ faa^ one Drop of hi^ Blood 
changed from Plebeian to Noble, by Virtue of that' 
great Vicegerent of Heaven, a King, who generally 
refembles hi^ Original ni all his high Attributes too 
much, to admit zaxy Doubt relating to the poiTefTing 
iach a Power. 

This being ^nted, there renfiaina to all Pofterity, 
a certain Quantity of noble Blood in every Deicendant 
of every nofck Family ^ and thus we prove it : Matter 
19 diviilble in infinitum^ and every Son is contained in- 
the Loins >of hits Father ^ wherefore, noiwithftatKiing* 
the minute and difproporrionate Size of the Atiimaj- 
cule to the Man, perhaps Ten Million to One, we do 
inlift, that, from this infinite Divifibiiity which there 
extfts in Matter, this Son muft contain one ten' mil- 
lionith Part of that ^ane Drop of noble Blood, which' 
wa^ contamed is his Sice, and fo on for, ever, the Son- 
cpntaialag the .ten millionth Part of the ten millionth 
Part of that Drop of oHginail truly noble Biood 5 and- 
tbu4 in. Porfuit of this Ar|uiDnent r'ii infinitum, every 
Lord nraft contain a certam Portion of noble Blood 
which nothing can efface; or Matter is not endowed 
with tnfinite Divifibiiity: and upon this we reft our 
Argument.: . 

This, however, is not that Kind of Honour, which' 
is vifible in the Face, in a Charadcr of fuperior Senfe, 
in the Heart, in nobkand generous A£^ions> but fficks 
in the Blood, and is ever rambling about the Body, 
fometimes in the Heels dancing a Minuet, or kicking 
aRace-horie ^xNe^^markety fometimes, in the Fingers 
laying Wagers* packing Cards, palming Dice, and other 
honourable Employments. 
Tiiis then is not the Honour of Old England,

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Bb9ii>BS thiftSoHTCe dfHoieiir, there is yet anoeher, 
which, 8s far as we kawe takes Notice^hae^ever^et beeo 
confidered by any Antiqiiaffitn. 

Thu 18 .what ts beft^w^d .9n<Gendeiiiea hj Chair-' 
men* * a Chair your Honour/ by Cfiachiiiei)» * a Coach 
« your Honowr/ by BlacMhoe-boys, * blade your 
^ Honour,' by Beggarsy * Ood blra your Honoar/ 
by Duns foftly, * damn your Honour/ and laftly, by 
Tayerarboyfe, Poil^boya^ Cofee«bdy»«aiidjnaiiy others, 
who have all the Power of comoiuntoating Honour/ tto 
Gentlemen, tho' ndt NobiUty. .... 
. Whence this Power was derivod weiemnot wetl 
afiert, unlefs that from the Times of the imtnortai 
King Wilfiam^ to the laft Day of the lafl Reign^ a 
few Years excepted, the Power of AdminxAiacioii mod 
Government hein^ bequeathed to the moft corrupted 
l^earts and pernicious Heads of th« Kingdom; the: 
Potentates wno then ruled, thought it would berrght 
to give the POwer of commumcating Hobouvs to 
the ineaneft and baieft. born of the Nation ; tint the 
Care of public Welfare and Difpofai of Honours, 
might be equally in the Hands of Men of the fame 
laudable Difpofitiohs. 

This, however, at prefent, is not the Cafe, Ho« 
nouFS ^ndAdmintftitation bein^ in equallv^honountUe 
Hands, and equally well- diftrrbuted: and conducted i 
i^twkhftanding this, we conceive . t>hat iicifh«^ of' 
thefe is truly the Honour of Old Engiatidi cher«fof>e, 
as every Thing is very difficult toi explain by Definitkjo^ 
and, as without much Circumipe^ion^ one or more 
Circumftances may be omitted, we cfaufe tofhew what 
it is, by. an Exhibieton.of it, as it appealed in the Be- 
haviour of a certain Lady, not a little renowned in 
the great City 'of London v- and faeee weouiaot help ob- 
ferving, that* tho? Chaftlty has-been ima^ned the 
Chara^leriftic Virtue of Women; and Honour of M^n, 
in this Inftance that Remark is not verified. 

Im the Year 17 — , the Date is loft, M\U Fanfi^ 
' — having a great Defire to compkte her Edu- 
cation by a Trip to France, did really vifit the City of 
Farts. 

-Beah-tt 
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Beauty is never long concealed, and fuch as this 
Female pofleft was foon mquited after ; to this Quali- 
fication was added, in her Bofom, almoft infinite Met- 
07, united with Honour. 

Th IS humane Attribute being publicly known by the 
Nobility of France y Monfieur, the Duke of * * ♦ •, 
fequefbed that ihe would condefcend to grant him that 
Favour, which fhe had before granted to the Nobility 
of her own Nut ion. 

To this, indeed, fhe prudently and minifterially fuf- 
pended her Anfwer, till fbe had inquired what had been 
the Cuftom in former Precedents ; fhe knew her illuflri- 
ous PredecefTor, Con. Phillips, had been before in thefe 
Circumftances, fhe therefore fearched the Records and 
Treaties upon this Subject, and having found the 
Terms,. agreed to yield on the fame. 

These being thought too high, this Prince de- 
clined, and would have entered into farther Treaty ; 
on which this honourable Female anfwered' with the

' This is true Englijb Spirit; and from this Story, 
and from this Lady, let Miniflers, Generals, Admirals, 
Sailors, Soldiers, and EngUjhmen^ learn, to. defy the 
Frtncby and nobly fuftain tlie Honour of Old Eng- 
land,

THERE is nothing more frequent amongft Rea- 
ders, than to carry on the Sarcafm of a fingle 
Character, to all thofe of the fame Nation j this, in 
tny Opinion appears extremely abfurd. If one Irijb- 
fnan be a Rogue, does it follow, that he that has fpoken 
or written in that Manner of him, means a Reflexion 
on the whole Nation ; or becaufe one Scotchman is an 
Impoftor, is it thence a Confequence that 2M Scotchmen 
Cire of that Stamp ? This I am convinced every Indi- 
vidual will agree is abfurd j he then who condemns an 
Author as having fatyrized a wholeNation; for touch- 
ing one fingle Character, ftands felf-convifted of an 
Error, and finds in himfelf that wliich is delineated in 
another, and concludes all alike. 

In like manner. Captains of Men of War may fsjtcy 
themfelves ill treated, in being thus drawn as Violators 
^f Female Chaftity; this however^ fliouM it happen^ 
would be vaflly unjuft j we fhall therefore, in delivering 

a few 
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a few Words about Chaftity, endeavour to fliew that 
our Intent is by no means of that kind. > 

Chastity then has been always repre(ented as a 
Female Figure by Painters and Statuaries j by that 
meaning we prefume, that that Virtue was more natural 
to the Feminine Part of our Species, than to the Male; 
this, with all humble Submillion, we beg leave to diflent 
from ; we prefume alfo, that we (hall find fome Reafoa 
on our Side lor thusdiiTenting in our Opinion; however, 
we fhali examine it with all that Candour which Hifto- 
rians ever profefs in their Writings, and keep to it as 
fteadily as the bed of them. 

In this Cafe we are determined alio to introduce no 
fpeculative or metaphyiical Refearch on the Nature 
of the mental Attributes and Virtues ; we pretend firfl, 
like the natural Philofopher, to give the Experiment, 
and then draw the Inferences fairly from the Fa^ ;

Sufanna then being young and beautiful, could never 
be much tempted by two old Fellows, with Beards 
like the Stuffing of an old Arm-chair, as ihaggy as 
jibafuerus in the Tapeftry, or Liotard in Life. 

This Piece of Continence then, might arife from 
Averfion, and not from Virtue ; and as it might fo 
arife, it takes off very much from the felf-denying Spi- 
rit in this Inflance, or it throws a moft umuO: Sarcafm 
on the Ladies, by fuppofing that their Conftituiions 
fXt (0 formed, that a Self-denial of that Nature is al- 
ways a rare Phaenomenon in that Sex^ even when it 

refufes 
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refufes old Age ; which Infinuation, as we know it to 
he falfe, we fhal! adhere to the firft, that the Tempta* 
* tion was of no Force. 

The next to this is the Account of the famous 
Penelope^ who unravelled the Stocking by Night, which 
(he knit by Day, to keep hbrfdf from being married ; 
but here again it mud be remembered, that- a Mind 
divided by many Objo^s is determined on taking one, 
with great Difficult)'. 

To inftance, fuppofe-fome Lady defires a Mercer 
on LudgatchiU to wait upon her with his Patterns 
to chufe a Suit of Cloath^, and h> comes with them. 

How will her pretty little Heart fltitter and hefitate; 
•4tnd then like this» and then like that* and then fancy 
a third, and then rejeA them all thtee, and fidl in love 
with a fourth j which fourth is rivalled by a fifth; and' 
that by a iixth, titl having liked all, (He likes none ; 
when inftantly (he dcfires Mr. Tafta to leave his Pat- 
terns* for pofifively (he is fo diftrafted by fo many 
pretty Things, that (be knovvs not which to chuie. 

This Diipofition in Woman, it may be imagined, 
might poflibly- be a Motive to Ptnelopt to unravel by 
Night her former Day's Work, till, from the Multi* 
tude of Suitors, btr unfettled Miad, now liking this, 
now that, might decide of one> and make him > her 
Hufband > this, it is poflible, we {^yy might teve 
fceen partly the Caufe of thit eminent ^If^denying^ 
which was fo much celebrated in that Widow be^ 
witched. 

The third is the cha(Ve Liicretia ; tWsLady indeed 
.ftabbed herfelf, after (he had b^en- ravifhed ; this, as 
Sir John faljiaff tells Prince Ha/y v/zs no Boys Play^ 
yet we only hint, that thfe Murder being c^mitted 
after the Rape, it might be- Pride rather than Cbaility ; 
but however, we will allow this to be Chaftiry in full 
Perfedion, and for this Reafon, becaufe we humbly 
conceive that we have- a Male Story to match this Fe- 
male. 

So much for the Ladies. 

Wb now proceed to examine the three Heroes who 
have been moftlycelebtated in Story ; and here we beg 
leave as an Hiftorian of (trift Truth, impartially to 

obferve, 
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obferve, that tho' neither of thefe Relations of Female 
Chaftity has happened within thefe two thoufand and

And from this Inftance, and 
our Writings, fo manifeftly calculated for the pubiic 
Good, Propagation of Virtue and Religion, we dare 
pronounce, that a hundred Incidents of the like Nature 
-will arrive as foon as my Lady • *. ♦ ♦ ♦^ \jif3 
♦■••♦*, and Mr^. •'• ♦ •, fhall* fuppou iLe. 
Faihidn. 

But to return to our Narrative ; the Heroes the 
moft" celebrated for Chaftity, are thefe, Cyrus Scipio^ 

and a certain • , whofe Voyage is written wuh 

ftich remarkable Modefty and unamiming Air, that 
we are convinced frj^m. that very Circumftance, that 
even the mentioning his Name would be an Offence 
to him, for which Reafon we avoid it ; but of thefe 
m their Order, as the Divines exprcfs it in their three 
Divifions of a Sermon. 

Cyrus then with all his Greatnefs, in this. Part of it 
however, was more indebted to his Fears than his 
Courage ;. he knew his Heart too well to truft it with 
a beaurifiil Female, and therefore refufed feeing her j 
his Knowledge of human Nature was fuch, that he 
was intimidated, "left the Power of Beauty might pre- 
vail over his Principle of Honour^ and therefore he 

refufed 
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refuied to behold fo mzny Charms in one Woman, 
trembh'ng from internal Confcioufnefs, that his Chaflity 
would not be Proof againft fuch Attacks. Here we 
admire the Difcretion of the Conqueror, more than 
the Chaftity of the Prince, tho' both are very remark- 
able and great. 

Scif>io, we are acquainted from Hiftory, made Xfw- 
fhon on the Education of Cyrus^ in which this Story 
is told, his chief Study, and fet him as the living 
Example of his Manners. 

In the Story of the Spanijb Princefs, whofe Beauty 
and Charms he. gave back unviolated to her Lover, 
it was the Vanity of doing fomething more than Cyrus, 
which aflifted him much in this generous A6tion ; this 
Behaviour, however, heightened by the Circumftance 
of beholding the Object, is lelfened alfo by the inter- 
fering of the Paflion of Pride, and in a great meafure 
diminilhes the Glory which is to be attributed to Chaf- 
tity. 

The laft Inftance to our immortal Honour, is a Na- 
tive of this Ifland, a Circumftance which has been too 
much neglefted in the Life of that illuftrious Hero 
who performed it; and notwithftanding which, we 
are bold to aifert, givefi him as much true Glory, tho* 
it did not give him as much Riches, as burning of 
Towns, or any Part of the Voyage, 

But before we proceed to the Story, we cannot 
avoid Ihewing how much this Hero was cfteemed by 
this Nation, iince a Fleet of five Men of War, and 
three other Ships was fitted out at a great Expence by 
a Nation up to the Shoulders in Debt, (fince up to the 
Eyes) which had at that Time no other Profped than 
that of enriching the Commander, and increafing the 
national Expence ; an Honour and Profit not eafily 
parallelled in antient or modern Story. 

This Gentleman then in tlie Year which we fhall 
decline mentioning, for the fame Reafon which we did 
his Name, after having been withheld by Winds, Seas, 
and other Accidents, a whole Year from the Sight of a 
>yoman, did take a young Lady, with her Mother* 
Sifter, and three Female Blackmoors, all Prifoners. 

And 
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AvD het^weabferve, and luuft obferve, how fupe- 
rior this Beiiii^ur in the Britijb Commander was tp 
tTiat of Cyrus the Perfiatis and Scipio the Roman ;. who 
knows >vhat eithef of the two laft had been doing the 
Night before either of the Ladies happened to be taken 
Priioners ? their Appetites might be damp'd, at leaft 
a Female -was no new Sight, they had each Numbers 
of Women to vifit and enjoy; whereas the Britijb 
Hero had been Withheld from the delicions Sight of 
Woman for a whoJe Year, and muft be on Fire with 
Defire, and yet tho* he had now Variety of Females, 
white. and black, Bondfwomen and Free, Maids, and 
Widows, he never violated his Chaftity, either with 
black OT w^hite, or indeed once beheld either of then?, 
tho' 'tis more than probable the old Lady would 
not have taken it amifs, and was difappointed as it 
paft. 

And here I know that a certain noble Lady, as much 
celebrated for Wit as Grace, would annihilate all his 
Merit, by afcribing his Behaviour to a Coldnefs of Con- 
^itution in him, which flic afTerts he ftill preferves ; 
i>ttt we beg Leave with all due Submiffion to differ 
from this noble Petfbn in her Opinion, for tho* the 
Face of this Hero may indicate fomething of that 
Nature, yet let her remember Socrates was aflerted 
to^ be very libidinoufly inclined by a Phyfiognomift, iiot- 
withftanding he looked to common Eyes fo different 
from it } and even in this Inftance we prefume, the- 
fatne Judgment would follow the Exammation of a 
perfect Sagacity in the Science of Phyfiognomy . 

We therefore pronounce, that this Behaviour arofe 
from two the .moft noble Motives that exalt the Heart 
of Man ; a true Regard and attention to the Author 
of all Things, and a generous Behaviour to his Fellow- 
creatures, which carries a great Soul above all paultry 
Attachment to mere legal Juftice. 

The firft of thefe two Attributes we boldly fay is 
undoubtedly to be allowed him, from that marvellous 
Modefty, and Spirit of Piety, with which all his Adions 
and Succefs are attributed to that Great Being which 
direfts and governs all Things, in the Hiftory of his

InfpedUon, bvone who was not of the Company . 

And thefecond, to that generous Behaviour which 
he (hewed to the Officers, who, ftriftly fpeaking, were 
not of the Ship, when the Prize was taken, and to 
whom, notwithftanding this, and that his Share was 
but little more than half a Million Sterling, he gene- 
rouHy waved the Law, which was in his Favour, and 
gave them the full Share of all they weTe intitied t<h 
as common Men. 

Thus then, all things being ftated, weprtfume that 
Chaility was a Male Virtue, till Mifs Lyaia Fair child 
had reclaimed that Honour to her Sex, and that the 
Proof of it is fairly infer *d from a Comparifon of thefe 
fix recited Stories, and at laft ends, to. our immortal 
Honour, in.a Britijb Commander, 

And here we cannot avoid obfervihg, that it may 
podlbly be fafd by Foreigners, that we have gone out 
of our way, to lug m this Story- to the Honour of 
Captains of Engii/b Men of War, and our Country; 
but Juftice is our Motto, Honour to wHom Honour i» 
due, our Country above all Things ; and with that 
Refolution we conclude this Chapter.

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Hot behold Things in the faaie Light with thefe Gen- 
tlemen : It feenis Macualor and the reft of hisPafty^ 
only confldered the Right and Wrong in the Captain's 
Behaviour, as it really exifted in Fa6t, without Re- 
ference to themfclves, or his great Intereft ; and 
Macpherfon furveyed the Affair, only as it might in^ 
fluence him. 

The Surgeon therefore knowing that 'EsltI Braggard 
had feveral Boroughs under his Command, concluded 
that the Honourable Charles Bounce would furely be 
difcharged with Honour, if he was try'd by a Court-

* permit me to fay, you flander the heft of Creatures, 

* the Indirtn Chief who refcued me from Violation, 

* Pray, fay no more in Defence of what no Words

Matters, therefore, deeming tb inclhie to-Alter- 
cation on a Subje^fl fhe did not chufe to hear, Mifs 
Lydia defired that ^e might walk on Deck to talk with 
the Indian Chief, Mac f^alor at that Tiitie coming into 
the Cabin. 

Now, iho' Macpherfon was determined to take the 
Captain's Side in this Affair, there v^a3 yet another

* inteed/ fays the Chaplain. 

' But, as Mr. Mac Valor has faid, there is Dean 

* Swift t and let me add the Bi/hop of Cloy net who 

* have pofleffed as much Genius as any Men, per- 

* haps, of any Nation, and many others o£ lefs Emi- 

* nence, whom I could name; and probably you will 

* be greatly puzzled to find any Man of equal Gemns 

* in polite Literature, of all the Writers you have pro- 

* duced, at leaft I remember none. 

* To put Scotland on a Level with England, as pro- 
^ duftive of Men of Learning or Genius, in Arts, Sci- 

* ences, polite Literature, or any other Part of Know- 

* ledge, would be to know nothing of what you are 

* faying. 

* Therefore, Doftor, permit me to give a gentle 

* Hint to you and your Countrymen, that ajfluming 

* always too much, has diminifhed the Value of what 

* you poiTefs ; and preferring yourfelves to all Eng- 

* lijbmeny even iij England itfelf, is the Reafon why 

* we have taken fome little Caie to examine and ex- 

* pofe in many Cafes, the fingular Methods by which 

* you have attempted to» advance yourfelves in the 

* Opinion of the World, with no greater Foundation 

* for it, than is to be fecn in other Men/ 

Th I s Speech putting an End to the Difpute, ,puts an 
JEnd to the Chapter.

'^ Simjlies on that Siibj[e4 ;, and, yet it ^p-i 
pears to us that there remains one behind, which^ 
with refpeft to the Similitude between Writers of true 
Hiftory, fuch as this we are Inditing for Pofterity, is 
more apt, than any that has hitherto been thought 
of. 

We believe alfo, that the Refemblance may be 
rendered yet more ftriking, by certain Methods whicli 
have been purfued by iome late Hiftorians in thi| 
Way. ' 

In this Place, however, we cjo not mean to fpeak 
of any Thing but Likeneft in one particular Circumr 
ftance, which is in Relation to the Charaders in ou|^ 
Works, . 

In fliort, we cannot help obfervipg, that there ia 
a yery ftri£t Analogy between an Army-Taylor and 
a Writer of true Hiftory. Firft then, in fetting out a| 
a Taylor to clothe a Regiment, every one knows he; 
makes hij Clo^tljs of almoft all Sizes without mea- 
l^ring one Man, ftill with the Idea of Map m th« 
Abftra€l in his Head, according to. the Metaphyfici- 
H 4 an* 
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ans Phrafe ; which faid Suits of Cloaths are difpiajed 
on the Ground, to be taken by Ta«, Dicky and Harry ; 
and here by Tom's being too tall» and Dick*9 being too 
Khort, the Cioaths are all out of fitting at firft, till 
changing round, every Man m the Regiaient fettles 
into the Coat that (uits him. 

In this place, we cannot avoid obferving, notwith- 
ftanding it may feem fomewhat paradoxical, that 
tho' the Taylor makes the Cfoaths and fits the whole 
Regiment, yet» he does not make any (Ingle Suit for 
any one Man, or fit on any one of them : The fitting 
then arifes from thofe who chufe and put on the Suits, 
and that makes each Man's his own. In like Manner in 
writing true Hiftory, when we have gotten together 
our Nfeterials, and like the aforefaid Army-Tailors, 
we have cut them out into Charadters, and fpread 
them upon the. Ground, we let People chufe for them- 
felves till they are fitted. 

However, in thislnftance of Authority, as in the 
other of tayloring, we neither make or adapt Cha- 
racters to any one Perfon ; we have taken Meaiure of 
no individual, but have cut out according to certain 
^Proportions in the Human Being ; and therefore it muft 
be remembered, if the Charadters happen to be well 
cut, fit free and eafy on the Wearers, that it is really 
no Merit iij us, but in the Perfons or their Friends who 
have choicn from the Heap ; and we here very mo- 
deftl^ refi^n allPretenfions to that Applaufe, being in 
Fadl an Hiftorian of a fuperior Nature to thofe who 
paint particular Charadters, draw Plaiis of Battles* 
cite and explain Things as they think they have 
paft I we choofe the Principles in Nature which arc 
eternally exifting, and combining them and their Con- 
fequences, form Charadters and Events, which are for 
ever true. 

Thus, then as an Hiftorian refembles an Arjnv- 
Taylor, fo are his Charadters like Suits of Cloatfis 
for a Regiment, which tho' he cuts them out» the 
Men that put them on adapt to themfelves, andint^e 
their own. 

For thisReafon, the Charadter of the Honouiable 
Captain Charles B9unce, whoever fees it ia the Par-> 

eel. 
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eel, and taking it up amongft the reft, (houid SrOt ^ 
put in one Arm and then another, and buttoning tt 
faft, find it fit him exactly, we confefs that we have 
no particular Merit in this fittmg, we made k for the 
Leflon. 

Tv Kke Manner, if one Friend -puts a Suit of Cha- 
racter ott^ the Back of another, the fitting is to him 
alfb, and not to us. 

Whenever then, the Chara£ler which belongs ta 
the Captain is put on, or MacVaht^z^ or hisCoufia 
PMim% Lieutenant frobift^ Mifs Lydia% Mrs. jRa- 
cbaePn^ or any other refpe^abie Chara^f of this 
true Hiftory, is placed on the Perfon whom it fits, 
let it be remen^red,. that as Mtfers heap up Riches, 
asid cannot tel> who &all gather them ; lb the Arqny* 
Taylor cuttech out Cloaths, and cannot tell whp fliaU. 
wear them, and the Author of true Hiftory maketh 
Chara^ers and knoweth not whom they will fit ^ 
wherefore, here we renounce all kind of Reputa- 
tion, which may be obtaiqed by that particular Cir- 
cumilance of fitting. 

Only, indeed, we rcfervc one Thing to ourfelves ; 
which is, that after our Work fiiall be large enough to^ 
•collect from them Simili^, Apophthegms, moral Sen- 
tences, Proverbs, Maxims, and choice Sayings, fufH- 
cient for a whole Suit, tluit then we may be allowed 
to rip thefe Parts like Lace from an old Garment,, and 
make one Veftment which ia to be all pure Gold, and 
vfhich we modeftly fuppofe, from the fmaU Opinion 
we have of our. own Capacity, and the great one of 
thofe of other. People, wexe originally averlooked in 
the whole Suits ;. thefe therefore: ihalL be united toge^^ 
ther,with public AfTurance that it isdefigned to mend 
the Morals, and correA the Vices of .Mankind: With 
a. Prefiftce by a Friend, hinting, that we. rather exceed 
Socrates in Wifdom and Writing ; and yet-, that Men 
are wickeder at pcefent than in his Time, notwith^ 
ftanding our Works and theChriftian Reli^on; 'which 
)aft. Sentence, perhaps, may be imagined to convey 
fomethingnot very full of Honour to t^ prefent Age,. 
prefent Writers, and prefentDivinesf; but this ip Imii- 
tation of our Betters.

The Man uf War being fnooted, the Chaplain wtf 
to go on Shore with Cannaffkte^ : At landing, tke 
Indian was terribly difappointed i inftead ^f Pomp 
and Splendor, vaft Pidaers a&d magaiitcent Tetifples, 
which he had before h^rdof, he ikw Dwellings httle 
better than the Huts of Indinnty and a Parcel Sf Peo- 
ple with their Faces blacker than his Gwu ; thefb 
were the Colh'ers jttft coftie.6:mn the Mines: Ht 
cosld not recoAcite whu Idiid ^ Bdngs th«3rwe»» 
1^1 ^ving their Envpioymeftt defcribcd, as being e&«> 
gaged in digging that wfakh was Uirning in die 
ClSmney, many Fathom »nder-gfotaid^ he was afto- 
m(hed^ and «(ked if all the Enj^fifb dug Coab, theii 
fays he, I can account for their ieavmg tbb Country 
la fearoh of ours. 

It bemg then explained to him that t>nly the Poor

On this Qccaiipn Parfon Pu^h endeavoured to ex- 
plain to hiip the Ufe f^id Influeiice of Money j but a^ 
he ftill ^tertained his h^athenift Nptjofis of Liberty, 
an4 did fiot underftand the Virtyes of Gold, the 
Divine did not make any great Impreffion upon him j 
and indeed he almaft repeated his Vpyage, concluding 
that the Town of Pembroke in lVale$ was ajuftRepre- 
fefttatioB of London ; and the J^ayor and Corporation, 
pf the great * * * * an4 the Mini ftry. 

T«i3 Notion we have tnpwn entertained by more 
than OT^ Englijh Tiayejier, as. well as the Imiian 
Chief i and a whole Natiou^ in Manners, Splendor, 
Arts and Sciences, tajcen frono a Town much farther 
from the.. Capital,, than Pemhroke hota L§ndon ; and 
this by. the Writer of ^ late Voyage roi^nd the World, , 
y^ho concludes on \yhat is to bp ifeen at P^ii/7, from 
what hjp faw .at C^ntQv, 

Anp hore^ as this Ohferv^tipn in tbit IpJwn ik^w^ 
that it is natural for ^^fen to ma];»e fu,ch pjejiiArks, it ' 
^;ccufes the. Writeic of that Hiiiory, as it does the In- 
4i^n alip. 

As thefe twoi xhe Indian Chlsi and the Chaplain, , 
)yjExe oflje Day on Shore, whpm ftould Parfon Pufrb - 
mej^t jbu^ his old Acquaintance Mr. Poph'ns, the Excife- 
ip;sii^f y^ith w,ham he Ijad formerly taken Jjasuiy a Tan- 
kard of Ale, and lived in great Intimacy, as we have 
already related. . 

This accidental Meeting ,wa3 theCai^fe^of no final! * 
Ipy to this Pair of old .Friend? j the Parfon flipok the 
Excifeflian by the Hand, and the diligent Surveyor oi 
the King's B^ venue returned the Compliment with up 
lefs Eoexgy ; -but yet the Divine feit feme Touches of 
borrow at hearing his old Friend jh-ejfuftice, of whom 
we nave made Honourable Mention, was ao more t 
however, nwKh ^llevia.ted by his Family being in gooa 
Health. Con3plinf>ents being p^ft, the King's OiSucei: 
aiked >«hat that Stranger vvas, ^hich was witj^ hinj 
clad in Furs? The Parfon anfjy.ered, * A Pxince, aye 
• iprW^t/^* too by Cot.' He th^n iaUcdured l^im to 
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the Acquaintance of Mr. Popksnf, iMptng that he 
would be cifil, and aflift to make his Voyage agree- 
able to him. After having taken a Tankard together, 
the Indian Chief refufing to particfpate of their Pota-^ 
tion> thefe two old Acquaintances parted ; the Chief 
and Chaplain went on-boald the Ship, and the Excife* 
man to his Dwelling. 

This accidental Meeting, and the Words, Princt 
in Wales^ ran very ftrongly in the Head of the Ex- 
ci(eman ; he knew his old Friend^ the Parfon, was at 
his Heart a Jacobite, and therefore, concluded, this 
Prince could be no lefs than the Son of the Pretender 
come to raife another Rebellion, and that the Parfon 
had made him this Difeovery to gain hislntereft : In- 
deed there was one Thing which Teemed to contradict 
this Appearance, this was the Copper-colour Com- 
plexion which the Indian was of.

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In this Place, perhaps, by njany PeopU it majr be 
thought, that the Exoifeman was rather too bloodily 
inclined* and a Man of a bad He^rt ; and by others, 
a great Friend to the prefent happy Eft^bli/hment ; 
both which we beg Leave to obviate, by afluring our 
Readers, that it was no more than the Eff<sft of a true 
Whig Principle, which believes that no Man will 
ferve his Country, without a Power of plundering it, 
or being purchafed ; it was the Money therefore wEiCh 
had prevailed on Mr. Popkins j without this Article, 
the Pretender's Son might have lived for ever for }i\tf\ :

This Bill bciRg furvey*d by the Officer, as he 
t great Arithmetician, and expert at Figures, he foon 
perceived that it was not poffible to pay five Shillingt 
with two, he therefore began to expoftulate on the 
Unreafonablenefs of the Charge, but to no Purpofe ; 
the Landlord was refolute, as not being much afraid 
of lofing his Cuftomer, and the Concluiion was, that 
his little fFelcb Horie muft be fold $ the QueftioA then 
was, who ihould determine the Price. The Landlord, 
after having fecretly fen^t to the Sadler, who was 
much employed by him, to walk that Way, without 
taking Notice of the Meffage when he came, began 
with faying to Mr. Popkins^ * God knows, I (torn 

* to impofe on a Gentleman in Diftrefi ; I will^ 

* not &\ a Price on your Horfe, Sir ^ I have al'^ 

* ways behaved as a Gentleman to Strangers, and al- 

* ways wilK' 

At this Time, the Sadler appearmg, as by Acci^- 
dent, * if you pleafe>' continued the I^dlord, * we 

* will leave the Price to this Gentleman, wh&, I am 

* fure, is a very honeft Man, and can have no Inter- 

* eft on either Side i what fay you. Sir?' With hAH 
f hur Heart.' {vyzPopkim. 

Tqe Sadler then declined the AHair, faying, * he 

* had often fixed Prices forHorfer; but,' turning' to 
the Landlord, * you have alwajrs grumbled as if they 
' were too dear, mid faid publickly, that I was more 

* a Friend, to Strangers than to you ; and therefbreif 
fays he, * I am determined never to. have any Thing 

* more to do in fuch Matters.' 

Mr. Popkins^ then, being enceusaged by this Speech, 
requeued of the Gentleman-Sadler, that he would fix 
a Price, ^ fof hur fliall pe much opltged to you in- 
' teed.' 

The Sadler, then had the little Horfe walk'd, 
trotted, and gallop'd,. and pretended to^ examine him 
with great Scrutiny, taking up his F<pet to look at 
them ; at which Time, the Landlord ftooping, pre- 
tended to look at the Feet alfo, whifpered the Sadler, 
*^ two Guineas/ 

* Wbll, Sir/ fays the §adler to P^piinSf * I think 
^ I have now feen enough of him.^ but I am afraid 

« that 
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' that I ihall difpleafe vou« and therefore defrre to be 

* excufed from fixing the Price.* At laft by much 
Xntreaty, he faid, * tho* I am convinced that no Man 

* would give fo much in any Market or Fair, as the 
' Grentleman is a Stranger, you mud: give him two 

* Guineas; this, I think, between Man and Man, is juft 

* the thin^,* fays he to the Landlord. 

The Price being fixed, and the Money received, 
Mr.' Pof^kim paid his Reckoning, and proceeded on 
his Journey with one Pound nineteen Shillings in hii 
Pocket. 

Now it never came into this Man's Head that there 
were more than two Ways of Travelling, on Horfeback 
and on Foot, Stage-coaches being unheard of in the 
Country from whence he came. 



CHAP. XXIX. 

Mr. Popkins continues bis Journey on Foot. Many Ad^ 
tventures on the Road^ religious^ amorous, theatrical, 
political, and friendly, 

THIS Morning therefore he be^an his Journey, 
regretting the Lofs of his htde Horfe, ytt 
thinking the Fatigue of walking a hundred and twenty 
Miles, a Confideration not worth the Attention of a 
Man, who was to get fo much Money by ferving his 
Country, for indeed the Idea of the Riches was the 
moft confoling Circumf):ance : During the whole 
Journey, whatever Crofles he met on the R^ad, in lefs 
than five Minutes all was forgdtten, by the ftrong Belief 
of that immenfe Sum, which he concluded he (hould 
foon enjoy. 

Being in good Spirits, and an able Walker, hecou- 
rageoudy proceeded on his Journey for two Days, 
when advancing nearer to London, he frequently met 
Travellers on the Road, who kept him Company; 
this was no great Confblation to Mr. Popkins^ all Con- 
veriation depriving him of ruminating on his immenfof 
Wealth, and the Way he fliould beftow it, which 'a» 
yet he did not chuf<? to mention to any pne, lefl t^ 

Perfpn 
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Pcrfon ihould foreftsjl him in the Difcovefy, and get; 
the whole Sum to himfelf. 

In this Manner he proceeded* entertaining his Ima- 
gination with his iramenfe Riches, on!y fometimes he 
was vifited with Fears left Parfon Pugh, incited by 
the fame Love of Money, fhould betray the Prince 
before he could arrive; this indeed gave him fame 
Twitches of Anxiety, and macle him put the b^ft Leg 
foremoft. 

The Evening was now at Hand, and the Excifeman 
began to he Leg-weary j he therefore entered into 
a little Inn on the Road, in a Village between -A7<?'M;^tfrrjr 
and Reading, in which a ^eiv Pedlar according to the 
Ifraelite Phrafe, had pitched his Tent for the Night* 
and a Gentleman of another Caft, who had begun 
his firft Struttings on the Stage as an A6tor at BarnflabU 
in De'von/hirey with no fmall Applaufe, particularly in 
his own Opinion, where he found juucji Approbation 
ia all he faid and adted- 

This young Man had been bred a Wig-maker ; but 
from drefflng the Perriwigs of a Company ofStrollers^, 
and being free of the Houfe, he had conceived fucb- 
an ardent Defire of appearing in the fir Jtt%ir3,^er^?tf 
a Player, that Mr. ^rr^^fr, theMafter of 'the Company, 
for, and In Confideration of drefling the whole Com- 
pany for nothing, during their Stay at Barnjlahley had 
permitted him to play the Part of Otbeiio, inlerting 
it in the Bills, * the Part of Othello by a Gentlemaa 
• who never appeared on any Stage before,*- at the 
fame^ime ^vouring him with fome of his peculiar 
Strokes of Tnftru6tion. 

This then, tho' his Friends w^ji of another Opi- 
nion, had determined him to follow the Stage ; Mr. 
j4rcber and his Troop, who continually honoured him 
with their Company to dine and fup, aiTuring him that 
they had never (een a young Gentleman come off (a 
well at the firft Time, as Mx.Cook had done, fince thej 
were upon the Stage. 

Upon this Encouragement, he propofed lifting in 
the Troop : they told him he was welcome to play 
what Parts he pJeafed, during their Refidence at Biarn" 
Jlahle i but as his peculiar Friends, they would^ not 

advifft 
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tivAXci him ta en^ge vdth thesn, foe Reafons which 

tlM^ wovld tell, hmi hereafter. 
i He then played morePatts, and every Charafter b« 
: pla.yed filled the Hcmfe thro' Curiofi ty: Indeed he had 

one fingokr Talent,, which was thit of tranfpofmg an 
: Attdw's: Intentionv by making the Audience weep^ at 
JfcCoinft^^y and laugh »t Tragedy, in which no Man 
Ifexcellea him. When his Townfnien ridiculed hin» 

tke next Day for his Abfurdities^ he always believed 
I tbefe RcA&dions arofe from Envy; aad indeed, the beft 
: Judges> tiie Pkyer^ aifured him, it all took its Rife 
, ftom thftt Source. 

.Tke Time was now come, that the Cloud-ckpt 
^ Tower J and gorgeous Palaces, the Kings and Queens, 
J wecc ta reoaove to Biddefrni ; when Mr. C«p4expreffing 
i great Inclination to follow them, Mr. Archer, in a fly 

Speedi, told hbn^ * that to be fore nothing louki fo 
^ ^ mach improve their Company, or be fo advantageous 

* to it, aa the Playing of Mr. Cm^ ; but,' fays he, 
. * as a Man of Honour, I think myfclf obliged to pc- 
: * nonace that Advantage^ and to tell you. Sir, that I 
. ' leall^r thiik it a vaft Pity fo accompli fli'd an A^Of 

< fkouid be loii: in the Country ; and therefore I iin- 

* cerely advife you to make the beft Hafte you can to 

* Bai^y thercf Pkay the firft Characters for one Seafon ; 
r « after which,' fays he, * I doubt not but Mr. R-^h^ 
f * ^fCoveni Garden Theatre, who is a great Encourager 
i * of Merit in Players, wiU gladly give you five Hundred 
r * a Year Sallary to begin with, befides a Benefit : Aa 

* to Mr. GarricA indeed, I am afraid if you fhould go to' 

* him* hemay he alittle Hiyofencooiragingyou) great 

* Players are apt to be jealous of rihng Merit, like 

* yours ; therefore, remember Mr. R — h is your Man.' 
Jt feems Mr. CooA had taken this Advice, and having 
fati'd at Batby was proceeding to Londin, being con-*' 
vinced it was all Envy, and that London was the only 
Place for Merit to thrive in. 

Tkbse three Gentlemen being at one Inn, agre<»d 
to fpend the Evening together; the Jeiv excepted 
againfl eating with them, being extf^mely fcrupulous 
in Non-efientials of Morality and Religibn $ and, as the 
Ale va9 goody Wfter their Meal the Tankard was pulh'd 

about 
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about with Vigour; the ExcKeman finding his Spirits 
ftnd Strength much recruited by the Quintefience of the 
Malty as did the Jnv and Mt. Ceok. 

As thefe Gentlemen grew warmer with Liquoft 
they grew more intiooate ; when Mr. Cook told them 
he would, if they pleafed, entertain them with a Speech 
in Otbeilo^ which he had ftudied* and take their Opt- 
nion upon it. 

Upon this the Landlady^ who was a Widow, was 
admitted of the Company ; and Mr. Cook put out the 
Lipht, and then put out the Light, to the great Sur- 
prize of the Audience, and Applaufe to himielf, I 
mean the greateft Part, the Landlady and the Exciie- 
roan ; the Jrw having (een Plays in Londorty was not 
fo muchj^ftruck with the Excellency of the Perfor- | 
mance. \ 

The Excifemanprotefted, ^ hur tid pelief the Shen- 

* ttlman whas maak as pretty a Player as any in Enj^iamt* 

* And fo do I too, I proteft,' fays Mrs. ^miadle the 
Landlady, a Woman a little incling to Fat, but a 
buxom Widow flill. Indeed Mr. Cook was a hand- i 
fome Perfon, which fometimes, in the Opinion of 
Females, outweighs manv other Excellencies, and mt- 
ticularly has no unall Influence on a Widow in its ra* ^ 
vour, and it feems did not operate a little in his, in this I 
Inftance. 

^ow it feems that of the three, Livi the^ Pedlar, 
was the firft that had arrived" at this Inn : This Jtv> 
had, from his firft coming, furveyed the Landlady with 
an Inch'nation diametrically oppoiite to that with which ^ 
that Nation beholds a good Piece of Pork j indeed he 
had a great Appetite^ to have a Slice of her that Even- 
ing. 

With this Intent he had made Love to her, begin- 
ning with the Offer of a Gold Ring, which in thefe * 
hardl^imet) when Taxes are high, and Money fcarce, 
as the Landlady expreft herfelf, ihe had agreed to ac- 
cept : On this Account Mr. Ltvi was to have the 
(pecial Favour of deeping in the fame Bed with Mrs. I 
Stuadle that Evening. ^ ' 

AfTEa the fpeaking this Speech, the Excifemaa 
Cpuld not avoid applauding Mr. Cook^ i&d Lrvi difa- 

greed 
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freed with , him in his Opinion. Words Toon grew « 
igh ; from xiifputing about Plajing, they fell to that 
of the ye*wijh and Chriilian Religion ; on which the 
Hxcifeman obferved, it was no Wonder that a Je*uj 
<iid not like a Player who was a Chrifttan. '■ 

Le*ai to this anfwered, that he believed the Chriftian 
Religion did not (ay any thing in Relation to Flayers; 
and that Chrift was never an A^or. This warm'd the 
Blood of the Excifeman to that Decree, that he was 
refolyed to make the Je^ renounce his Faith, or that 
he would convert him by no very gentle Beating j he 
declared alfo, it was a Shame that thefe Fellows were 
not btniflied from all Chriflian Countries, that they 
were a Set of Cheats and deferved Hanging. 

* To this the Jeiv anfwered, he believed he could 

buy twenty (uch Fellows as he or the Player, pointing > 
to hit Box 5 • Tradefmen,' fays he, * are of more ufc

Which Words tho' not very applicable to the Subjed, 
nor well undcrftood by the Audience, had yet a very 
^reat Influence on the Excifeman and Jeix)^ * and 
brought the Landlady into the Room ; when Popkins

^ to whom hur whas taaking« look you ; py Cot, hur 

* tid pelief hur whas the richeft Man in. all South Walej^ 
^ and in Englant to poot, tho* inteed hur whas not 

* inaak that Appearance, put hur whas come pack in 

* hur Coach, tho' hut tid co up a Foot $ it whas hur 

* Fancy to walk a Foot, hur Father ant Grandfather 

* hat the fame Fancies ant Fairies pefore hur. Put, 
' look you, hur whas determined to maak a Confert

This Reiblution was not at all relifh'd by the 

:^tf^i/#i he* furvey'd the Excifeman, and found him 

a well 
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a ^ell made Feilow, who had grett Powers of Con- I 
verfion afcont hkn j he therefore feeling Mr. p9p^hu's 
Left-hand at his CoHar, feeing ^he Right- direfted to 
his Face, and <?onfidetmg it as an Enfflijh Auto de Fe^ 
cried ou! he was ready to renounce hrs Faith, Jf tliey 
would get a PatTon to whom it might he acknowledged. 
This fufpendcd the Excifeman's Powers of Convermmj 
but as there was no Parfon in tlie Neighbourhood, the 
Widow, who had as much Wa^giflmefs as a Meny 
-Andrcwj propofed another Expedient, that Mr. Le^i,

DuRittfc' this Difpute, the Maid of theWoufe (for 
permit me to fay this Inn was n^t tjuite fa large as ^fae 
CaftU at Miiftb^rMgh^ tke King'^-^Arms at SpinSamkin^y 
the Croivn at ReoAhtg^ or the Cajili^ Salthil) i»ok 
the Liberty to participate the Converfation with ier 
Miftrefs,. a Liberty which Maids will fometimes lake, 
from the Palace to the Cc*tt^^e, .\Hhg -are toainuch 
familiarized witlx thtir Millreis's Manners and Secrets.: 
Indeed, as tfcefe ia^ afe/ hot iWofn 'to SecVecj, ilkc 
Members of a Privy-cDunpl, it is tio "bonder their Su- 
periors are a little ftrfpicicms c/f their iB^hbbing"; a 
thing which is dwaysefrcdhially prevented by an Oath 
by Potentates all ovej Eurof'e^ one onlyexcepted, which 
is the King of Prujfia ; he indeed has anotner way al- 
moft as e^^al, which is that -of not letting hisMi- 

■ fiifters know what he intends doing. 

M«»//y then had made Wrfelf of the Party during 
thisDifpute, and ro her Mr. Cook being -warmed with 
Ale, made Love from the tendereft Parts of all the 
moil pathetic Tragedies ; this being quoted from the 
I^anguage of Princes, vtis a Strain beyond the Refif- 
tance of any Servant-maid*s Chaftity. Indeed this 
Virtue in Mo?/v, though it 'had never beenabfolutel^ 
broken by a Lying in, yet like a Cuijie in a Storm, it 

had 
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ll^ beeft ftretchcd ; flie had therefore freqUentJj veer- 
ed out more -Rope, according to Occaiion, before /he 
parted from her Anchor, and wiats deteoBwied to pot 
the fartie Expedient again in Praftice foe the fake of 
Mr. Coohy who was a Lover of quite another kind from 
aaj ihe had eveY lieceivcd*, 

It was then agreed that Molly ihouki a^ a Part in 
All fir Lo^e thKt Night with Mr. Cooli ; and pJaj it, 
^ as'on the Stage in Londvit^ with Alterations hj 
Dryden^ btt according to the Origftial, as ft was ex* 
a^7 .|)erformed by Antony and CU^^ra iii^%>//, al-. 
moft two thoiifand Years ago. • 

This Bargain however, wag not fo fecretly made, 
wft the W4dow'^^«7i//f overheard the RefoliKion ; and 
as ihe had a much greater Mind, to Ipeak in the theatri- 
cal Phrafe, to Mark Antony than siylock, ihe was de- 
viling how to change Parts with her Maid, and a6t 
Cle<^tra for that Night at leaft j the Ring ihe was in 
Pofleifion of, ashatth been already ifaid. 
• These two Amours were to be begun by the two 
Females feeking their Knights in the Dark, according 
tp the Laws in which they are generally tranfadled hi 
Caftlesofthiskind. 

Mrs. S*wudle therefore taking Occafion to tell MoSy^ 
that Mr, Le^i ihould (kep in the Lion, and Mx.Cook 
in the Tyger, (which not to frighten youug travelling 
Squires, we muft aflure them are not the Bellies of 
tMro .wild Beads, but two Chambers chriftcned in thfe 
wanner in an Inn) defiting her to tun up the Ale, and 
fte would put the <jentlemen to Bed herfelf, in the 
mean while. 

This Molly agreeing to the good Wdman of the 
■ Houfe alter'd her intentions, and put Mr. Levi in^he 
Tyger, and Mr. Cook in the Lioa, and never mentioned 
one Word of this Alteration to her Maid Mary, In- 
deed, the Landlady had (ince been heard to fiiy, that 
fte thought flie had trufted her Servant with Secrets 
enough before that Time, and chofe to keep this one 
to herfelf, at leaft till the Morning. 

APFAias hieing fettled, the Miftrefsand the Maid, 
took Leave of each other with a Good-night, very 
cordi^ly pronounced, 

Noie 
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Now as it had been obierv'd by thofe wiio loek 
deep into human Nature, that Joy and Sorrow in £x- 
cc{a will produce Tears } fo we obferve, that each 
of thefe Paflions has great Power to keep People wak- 
bg. 

• On the Approach of one of which Pafllons, perhaps 
both, the Player expedting his Cleopatra with unfleep- 
ing Eyes, gently fpouting tender Tragedy, like a 
jet /T eau at half Play, and Le^i in the fame Situation, 
(ilent, expeding Mrs. SnvaJJe with more Earneilnefs 
than G * J n does the coming of the Mefiiah, 

and Le H € his Trial for Breach of Law at the 

KingVbench. 

The Ladi«s alio continued till all was quiet: In- 
deed the Time was not Ion?, for as every one in the 
Houfe was to perform a Vigil that Night, the Ex- 
cifenum excepted, he, as if conicious o? his ileeping 
for all the reft, began to imitate the Sound of Hogs 
in a calm Night ; thele Animals being ob/erv^d by 
chemoft ihrewdand learned Naturali(b,-to fleep quiet- 
eft in a Storm. 

It will be <remetnbercd by the Wags atnongftfourRea* 
ders, that Mrs. SivaJUy in Imitation of great Minifters» 
had given out one Delign, and followed another ; that 
is, fhe altered the 6rft Intention of lodging herGuefts, 
by which Means it came to pals, that M$IIy not being 
acquainted with the Alteration, walk'd away to the 
Bed of Le<vSf and inftead of acting, as ihe had intend- 
ed, the Part of CU^^tra in the Arms of Mark An- 
tonyy was reduced to be the Female Companion of 
Sbyhck. 

At length the fofy-fifted Morning having drawn the 
Curtains of the Night, which invelop'd the Bed in 
which ihe had flepi with Pheshus^ perceiving that it 
vras time to get up, leapt from her Mafter's Side, and 
ordering the Grooms to put the Horfes to, waked the 
young Gentleman, and fet out, fcattering rofy Water 
in Dew-drops to refrelh him as he paft along \ in plaiA 
En^lifhy it was Day. 

This difcovered that Mrs, Molly had been miftaken, 
as well as Mr. ComI, tho' all Parties were tolerably 
well fatis6ed : As the Maid fufpe6ted the Miftake was

' This good Girlhayihga great Love for her Miftrefs^ 
a rare Inftknce in SeWants now a-days \ immediately 
threatened to fwear i Rape againlt L^^/,.unlefs he made 
her aPrefent-alfo. 

Th rs being obliged to do in a Pair of Silver Buckles, 
he quitted- tbe Houfe before the Player and Excife- 
man w-ere 'ftitrrng, and proceeded to Ne^wbury Mar- 
ket. ^ •.•■■■ 
♦ THfe Exdieman and Tragedian being both aviraked, 
came down, itnd breakfafted dn fome cold Meat, and 
^ Tankard of Ale j when ^cJi intending t(^ go the 
farheRoad, they paid' their Reckoning, ami fet out for 
the great City of Londonj Mr. Cooh taking Leave of 
Mrs. S*ayadle in tender Tragedy, the good Woman 
wifliing to have the fami Play, given out for the next 
Night, ■' / - 
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M(tre Ad<oentures %n the Road ; together nx>ith a Scene 
of the Hu^htj^ ; 'which thro' Variety of Fortunes^ 
hring a Plfj^er and nn Excifeman n great Way on 
the Rofid, /^London. . 

AS ih^t two Gentlemen walked the Road together^ 
inaftentive of one another, each deeply amufed 
with hi/coming Grandeur ; the Excifeman loft in that 
Pomp which he intended to appear in when he re- 
lurn'd, and amaze the Landlady j and Mr. Cook rumi- 
nating on the Princes and Potentates which he ihould 
rcprefentj, and the vaft Applaufe that he muft gain in 
afCling Parts that require the greateft Talents to per- 
V o l/ 1L I form 
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form well ; as they thus walked together, the Tra- 
gedian, loft in Attention to the Part of Otbello, ftopt 
Siort, and taking hold of the Ezcifeman, cried. 

Soft you y a IVorJ or tnvoy before you go ^ 
F've done the State fome Ser*Oicey and they knovft : 
No more of that ; / pray you in your Letters t 
When you fhall tbefe unlucky Deeds relate^ 
Speak of Pie as I am. 

This Speech the Excifeman interupted in this Place, 
by faying, he did not intend wrttiae to the State about 
it, but was carrying the MefFage himfelf by Word of 
Mouth, and if he could ferve him in any thing, h« 
ihould be glad to^o it with all his Heart. 

Mr. Cook thanked him very profoundly, when re- 
collecting himfelf and bis Pockets that were thenempty, 
Mr. Po/l/«/s^ faying laft Night that he was extremely 
rich, and now that he was going to the State- himfelf, 
he concluded that his Companion was fome.great Welch 
Squire in Diiguife going to Parliament. 

The Tragedian therefor^ feemed inclined to know 
why a Man of Riches chofe to travel on Foot; ,Mr. 
Popkins anfwered as before, that it was his Fancy, 
and in fa6t that he was rather going to receive that 
Fortune which he had laft Night mentioned, than actu- 
ally inPofleffion of itl 

Time paffing on and the Road together, the Ap- 
petites of^thefe two Travellers began tp ftrike the 
Hour of Dining, when Mr. Popkins propofed that 
Inclination to Mr. Cooky who had no Obje^ion to it at 
all, only like a young Player who is deeper tinCtured 
with the Probity, of the Parts he plays, than the Po- 
liticks of the Stage, firft telling Mr. Pitpkins^ that be 
was a Man of too much Honqgf; to pretend to dine 
with him without firft acquainti^:him, that he had no 
fnore Money remaining. 

Th I s the Excifeman told him was no Matter between 
Friends, that he had fufficient for both, and was de- 
termined he fhould participate ; I am within three 
Days of receiving Thirty thouland Pounds, fays he, and 
1, (ays Cookt of Five hundred a Year and a Benefit. 
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Being then both of one Mind, with refpedlto the 
Inclination of dining, they entered a little Inn on the 
Roadt and finding that a good Piece of Beef would 
be ready in Half an Hour, well garniftied with Greens 
and other Garden-ftufF, they determined to refreib 
themfelves with a Slice or two of ihtt Viand, and 
^hen proceed to that great City where each longed to 
arrive ; the Excifeman to receive Thirty thoufand 
Pounds, aad the Player to begin upon his Five hundred 
a Year, on which Sum he faid, that a young Gentle- 
man with Care» he believed, might live very hand- 
fomely. 

Having dined, they determined to take one Tan- 
kard of Ale, and proceed: Now as Illuftrations of the 
Alinds of Men, have been always well received by 
every Reader of Penetration 5 we beg Leave by an apt 
Similitude to illuftratc the prefent Situation of thcfe 
two Gentlemen. 

It is icarce to be imagined, but that all our Readers 
have ibme time or other in their Lives, beheld that 
expreffive Symbol of Juftice, a Pair of Scales : It muft 
have been remarked alfo by many of them, Philofo- 
phers, for example, who weigh Air, Poets who weigh

aiked tlws Landlord to fliew the.n) a Room, and what 
he had in the Houfe ; the fir ft of which being (hewn,. 
the Excifeman decided in favour of a Shoulder of 
Mutton and Potatoes; Mr. Cook agreeing nothing, in: 
his Opinion, could be a more proper Supper -joint; 
his Complaifance being vaftly improved by his Ne- 
ceffitievs.', 

Mr. Popkinsj as being now within one Day's JtMirney^, 
or at moft one and a half from the great City, grew morel 
iimguine in his Behaviour, as he concluded the Time 
approached that would put him in Pofleinon of hv% 
Thirty thoufand Pounds j Mr. Cook was equally ex- 
liilaratcd wi^h the m^jeftic Ide^ of iiooo appearing to 
the greateft AdyantagfS} as % Prince pf Hero on the 
Stz^ of Co'vent'-gar Jen, 

S\3ffBfihtmg pre^red ^d veil e^en, the Laod^ 
ford, who had by this Time, from a full Survey of 
biff Guefts, and a (fnM overhearing of their Convert 
(ktion, truly penetrated jtheir Charai5le/s and Capacities^ 
delired to make one of theCompftoy^ expreffing great 
Pleafore in the Conyeri^tion of Mfi« of Learning and 
Ingenuity, as he perceived they were. 

This was accepted of with much good-nature by 
the two Travellers ; my Landlord cocking his Pipe^ 
and beginning with a hearty Pull at theTankard> and- 
his Service to Mr. Popkinfy afked if the Gentlemen had 
heard any News .?s 

This Queftion being anfwered in the Negative;

* at a fmall Ezpence. * Pray,* added Mr. Coaxum^ 
which was the Landlord's Name* ' Do you know 

* of any one who would willingly ferve his Country, 
^ or will either of you, Gentlemen ? I am perfuaded 

* I, could carry it for you at a very fmall Expence.' 

* To this Mr. Ptpkins anfwered, by aflcine when the 
Eleflion came on, * not thefe three Weeks,' replied

At which Words, Mr, 
Cook took the Opportunity to whrfper fo loud to the

This Popkins confirmed, by faying, * Py Cot hit

* Now it had been agreed before the Landbrd's In- 
trodudtion, that when he was become a little intimate 
with his Guefts, Attorney Snap fhould fend for him, 
and then Mr. Coaxum fiiould take Occaiion to intro- 
duce the Lawyer to the Company. 

A Message being now brougnt, that Lawyer Snap 
was waiting for the Landlord; Mr. Coaxum defired

This, then, the Excifeman agreed to, Mr. Sna^ 
then aflced him, if he could draw for that Sum at that 
Time? Mr. Popkins faid^ no, faut that in four Days 
he would put every Farthing of the Money into his 
Hands, for that he was going t^Lmdon to tran^i^ ^ 
certain Thing, which would bring him that Money on 
the Nail.

* blacked, I would not give Six-pence for what you 

* can play ; it is impoflibie for me to judge of what 
' a Man can (ay in a black-Pace, from wliat he may 

* deliver in a White j Sir, I only mention this for your 

* Sake, that I may the more effe^ually recommend you 

* to Mr. R b from my own Judgment.' 

This the Landlord and Mr. Popkins agreed was 
right, from two very different Reafons j one for the 
Sake of more Laughing, and the other feduced by the 
falfe reafoning.

And fay he/ides^ that in Aleppo oncty 
Where a malignant and a turban d Turk 
• Beat a Venetian, and traduced the State ; 
/ togk by the Throat the circumcifed Dog, 
And Jmote him thus. 

At this, ftriking his Bread with much Vehemence, 
and beinga little Top-heavy j he tumbled back over 
the little Table which held the Wine, Ale, and GJaiTes, 
and fell on the Floor, to the great Admiration of the 
whole Company $ Mr. Popkins crying, * O cha vee, 

* O cha vee, hur whaa a little too much in Choiers, 

* look you, put hur whas a prafe Player inteed j* this^ 
Mr. Snaf>. and the Landlord agreed was true, the Law- 
yer adding, * that he had never feen a young Player 
f play the tabbing Part fo well, promifing him a re- 

* commendatory Letter the next Day to Mr. R- h^ 

*■ who, he did not doubt> would employ. him imme- 
^ diately,' he faid 5 Mr. Cook riling with his black 
Face and daub'd Garments, thanked him very pro-r 
foundly. 

He was then advifed to get the Blacking from his 
Face, which tho' the expeditious Landlojd was not 
more than a Minute in putting on, Mr. Cook was an 
Hour in getting off, and at laJft ended tn refembling 
a Chinmey^fweeper with his Sundays Face on ; this ^ 
however, he did not regard, being fo much applauded 
hy Mr. Snap, and exalted with the Hopes of the 
Letter. 

Snap then took his Leave of Mr, Plfkins with a 
hearty Shake by the Hand, afluring him bf his fmcerc 
Attachment to his Service, and that he would attend 
him at a Moment's. Warning, whenever he was ready 
to depoiite theThoufand Guineas for the Borough ia 
his Hands ; adding, that he was under no Doubt of 
fecuring his Ele^ion.

Breakfast being ended, the fiffl w$s brougftt^ 
which amounted to eighteen Shillings out of th€ Ext 
cifeman's laft Guinea ; this Diminution however, he 
did not value as they were b<Uh deternuned to reach 
London that Night, where the Player was to begin on a 
Sallary of five Hundred a Year, and Mr. Popkins to 
receive Thirty Thoufand Pounds. 

The Excrleman then tJ^kiijg out his- only Guinea, 
defired the Change ; this Piece of Money bjsing accu- 
rately furveyed by the Landlord, was found to be a 
Shilling gilt.

Pophns then told his Diftrefs to Ctpk^ who being left 
^lone in the Parlour, was gently playing off a Speech 
in Otbelloy adding, that the Gujnea was certainly good 
which he received at Brijtoly and he could not conceive 
how it came to be altered. 

* If thou doeft (lander me,' fays Cook in Othello's 
Strain. * You my Frient, no, py co't, hur peliefehur 

* wha$ an honeft Fellow.* 

Now it feeius there was one Part of the Convet-^ 
fation between the Jew and thefe two Chriftians,

Thoufand per Cent, eained to the Nation, and the pub- 
lic Debts may be eanly difcharged during that Valua- 
tion, which> perhaps, if this Method is not taken, may 
be paid in tne Irijb Way of fpeaking, by not being 
paid at all. 

To return to our Hiftory. This A6lion of the 
Jeiv was remembered by Mr. Cook^ who recoUedtiog 
the Jrw'z looking upon the Guinea, thence (uggefted 
the Change was made by that itinerant Trader, which 
Thought was firmly believed by Mr. Pophins. 

This Surmile however probable, was yet but a 
yeryfmall Afliftance to the paying the Reckoning ; the 
Landlord infifted on bein^ paid, and alked if they 
had either Watches or Silver Buckles? neither of 
which being to be found uppn them, Limbo waa the 
Word.

for having taken fuch fpeclal Care of His Majeft/s ^ip, 
and Subjeds ; the Lieutenant was broke, and the Parfon 
had Orders to fert his Chaplainfliip.

This Gentknnut, mounted 
on a roan Horfe, with a cropt Mane and Tatl, the near 
Foot behtn(i white, Fourteen Hands and an Half high, 
with a whiteFace, and a fmall quitterBone on the farther 
Leg before, dreft in a drab-colour*d Horieman's Coat, 
an old Gold-Iac'd Hat, flappM over his Face, and aCrape 
upon it, we know is upon Hourtjlotv Heatb^ collecting 
Money, according to his Profeffion, from the Paifengers 
on the Road* This Man is not to be defcribed, be-» 
caufe he is a private Character, Privacy being very eA 
iential to hisSuccefs; therefore, if we, having been 
examined by this Man to fome confiderable Lofa, 
ihould declare to thofe Fellow-travellers whom we 
chance to meet, that fuch a one is on the Road, Ihould 
we conuiiit a Breach of focial Duty, and attack private 
Character? 

In like Manner, when we know that Englrfb Bankers 
at Paris proceed in the following Manner, ihall we in- 
cur the Appellation of injuring private Perfons ? 

First, then, from which ever Banker you have your 
Money, take nothing from him but that ; negle^ his 
Advice and RecommeDdation,ftndall will be well. 

For, believe me, fuch is their Tendernefs for their 
Countrymen, that they willfuiTeriioone to cheatthem 
without participating in it. 

For thisReafon, the Coachman which they recom-_ 
mend, the Lodgings they take, the Taylor, Mercer, Mil- 
liner, Shoemaker, Holier, Peruquier, and every other* 
Tradefman, is obliged to fell from Twenty to Thirty 
per Cent, dearer than ufu&l,- becaufe your Banker expels 
that Profit on all hie recommends. 

But lately there are new Expedients, one, who, from 
an /r//& Plow-boy, advanced to a Pounder in an Apothe- 
cary's Shop, then married a Woman of fome fmall For- 
tune, and became firft Pimp, and then Doctor ; beiag ex- 
tremely willing to join in the Plunder of his Countrymen 
at PuriSy recommended himfelf to a cettain thin little 

Gentle- 
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Gentleman, hy permitting him to hold all his Mone/ 
without Intereft. 

This Civility is gratefully returned by this Banker's^ 
conftantly recommending this Dotlor to plunder the 
Sick, and blunder in their Cures, by which Means the 
banker has Money for which he pays no Intereft, and 
the Doctor an Intereft where he neither advances Mo- 
ney or Knowledge ; and in this Manner the Health and 
Property of Englijbmen are treated by the Bankers and 
Dodors of their own Nation. 

Is fuch a Difcovery a Breach of public Society^ 
and an ill Treatment of private Character? Who 
fpeaks — Nobody— then it is not, and thus ends tliis 
Chapter. •

* nefs.* He then told her he would frequently vifit 
her Mother, and kifHilg her, &e took Leave.

The Captain, however, the' his Name, had never 
been mentioned, was afraid that his Lordfhip knew 
him In the Dark, and that his Intereil might prevent 
him from rifing In hvs ProfefCon ; he therefore making .

* ble Lord, when it is not you at all.* 

This Defcription of my Lord's Cloaths, confirmed 
the Truth of its being his Lordihip to every one of 
the Company; upon which, my L<M-d withdrew; 
O Shannon defirbg he would ftay to hear his Acknow-* 
ledgments, for, * the Devil burn me, you cannot ttU 

* how forty I am for difturbing you.* The Captain 
could not prevail with all his Oratory and Elivtreaty^ 

, on his Lordihip to tarry, he therefore told the whol^e 
Affair to the Company, protefting, that he did not

This Story Mr. Stueettvoo^ heard, looking on Lady 
Flimjy^ who feemed not to liften to it, with a Face 
which expreft theutmoft Abhorrence for theVifcount, 
and greateft Compaflion for her Ladylhip ; detefted Vil- 
lain, (ays he j every Eye being turned upon her, who 
was the fineft Woman at the #f//j, every Heart pitying 
her Situation, her eafyunafluming Behaviour, and fweet 
Difpofition, had made her the Favourite of all the 
Company, Men and Women. 

This is as it fhould be, fays fhe, Mr. ^weetwood; 
my Hiftory will prove one Inftance of the Utility of 
this new Law againft Clandeftine Marriage, and the 
Happinefs and Advantage Wards draw from it, in be- 
ll^ thus doom'd to the pernicious Defigns and Intrigues 
of their Guardians.

• ihould fteal your Diamonds,' (ays he, * but your 

• Maid ? I have always fufpefted her fuperior Virtue 

• would at laft prove all Hypocriiy and rretence ; let 

• her be examined before a Juftice of the Peace ; Ml 

• have her taken up 5 m engage to find your Dia- 

• monds again.' 

* You, my Lord, take her uf , and carry lier be* 

• fore a Juftice of the Peace!' Animated with more 
Warmth than ufual, fays the Vifcountefsy * fhe \i 

• incapable of (uch bafe Actions, and is Innocence 

• itfelf.' 

This Anfwet his Lofdfctp did not like at all;

* tcreft to ferve him/ 

Here he told him the Story which we havejuft re-* 

hited, and B promifed him all poffible Affiftance, 

adding, that fuch Friends to the C n deferve all 

Kinds of Service. 

The fame Evening he waited on Alderman ^ 

who united very heartily b the Defire of ferving ^he 

Ear, 
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Earl, that had been fo good a Friend to the C— — , | 
of Bripl. 

Now, this Gentleman, as a Magiftrate, deierves I 
fome little Notice, and a more particular Deibriptiony I 
than Men of inferior Note ; this Man, to his immor- 1 
tal Honour, is not only defcended, in common with j 
all the other Sons of Adam^ from the Duft, but his I 
Family has been peculiarly diflinguifhed with the | 
Work of Regeneration, and> twice rii?n from that dir- I 
ty Original > a Thing to be gloried in by a'l who arc 
fond of returning to Primitive Ways, and ancient 
Manners. 

. And as it has been remarked by thofe who have 
ftudied the Creation and Progrefs of Mankind, that 
Men were as large in Body in the firft Ages, or rather 
more fo than at prefent ; yet that the Excellency of 
their Souls was unequal to the Size of their Bodies, 
human Inventions, fuperior Wiidom, and mental Per- 
fedtions, fucceeding long after. 

In like Manner, it has happened in this regenerate 
Breed, their Bodies are enormous, and their Souls 
very difproportionate, as in the Original of Things ;

In confequence of that Defign, ihe was the next 
Day to go into that City and defcribe them to the 
Pni|ter i myLord> for t^at Reafon, fent a Letter to 

Aminadah 
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Amina^ah that Evening, and toid kim that at fuch an | 
Hour he would wait upon him the next Day, to trania^ 
what he had already agreed with him. 

Lydia^ then, goine into the City, was watched by 
two Officers who followed her, and the Moment flic 
came out of the Coach which goes to and from the 
Wtlls^ was feized and carried before the Alderman, 
who was fitting in the Council -houfe. 

Being brought before this illui^rious Magiilrate* in

* Pray, Sir,' fays ihe, with all the coaicious Mo- 
defty of Innocence, * let me fee my Accufer, I ain 

* truly guiltlefs of what you charge me with.' 

* I CHARGE you! Huffy, I am aMagiftrate and no 

* Informer ; you had better behave with lefs Impu- 

* dence, I believe.' 

* SiR^ I ain not confcious of having olBFended you, 
' becaufe I had no Intention, and am altogether inno- 

* cent of what I am accufed of.' 

* A STUBBORN Jade, a ftubborn Jade, a ftubbom 

* Jade, here. Officers, take her to Bride^wetL* 

* To Brideijueily Sir, am I condemned to a Prifon 

* without having committed Offence.' 

* Omly for a Week or fb, for farther Examination, 

* yotr proud Stomach may then come down, and ypii 

* may confefs.' 

* Sir/ faysfhe, * no Prifon can reduce me to utter 

* a Falfliood.* Here the Alderman again repeated fcve- 
ral Times, that ftie was a llubborn Jade. 

Havjno faid this, flie was committed to Bridewell^ 
for farther Cxaminatipn.

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The Evening coining on, Ladj Flimjy wondered at 
Zy)fdia*z not returning, the Vifcount faid, he imagined 
me was gone away with the Jewels, when Mr. S-weit- 
muood defiring to fpeak with her Ladyfhip, told her that 
Lydiu 'WQA feat to BridetmU in Brijiol^ for having 
ftolen her Diamonds.

This, tho' it was fworn to, gained no Credit with 
her Lady&ip. 

^HE then dedred Mr. S'weetnuood to haften back to 
Sriftol immediately ; and endeavour at her Releaie 
that Evening; this he did with great Readinefs, be- 
ing convinced (he was altogether mnocent ; but as he 
was a Stranger \n the City, he waited on a Gentleman 
born in a neighbouring County to his, an Inhabi- 
tant of Brijioi, on whom he had his Money, to adift 
him.

* man,' fays the Briftol Gentleman :' * Is being con- 

* fined in a Jail till then, no Punilhment to the In- 

* nocent.? Believe me, if (he appears guiltlefs, (he 

* fhall not want Friends to fupport her, and profe- 

* cute thofe who have been guilty of faife Impri-
